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THE STRENGTH of our nation does not stem from our great cities where 
gross evil and corruption are easily spawned. The foundation of our 
nation’s might rests in the soundness of the thinking of the inhabit- 
ants of thousands of villages scattered throughout the length and breadth 
of this great nation. 


Literally we are a land of unwalled villages and this picture of 
East Corinth, Vermont is typical of many other similar communities 
in this nation where living is simple, yet normal, and where men and 
women possess strong civic pride and are not ashamed of their intense 
devotion to God, home and country. 


Only the abnormal life amid the strife and confusion of the con- 
tinued economic conflict in our cities produces the half-baked ideol- 
ogies of internationalism —a curse to the peace and happiness of a 
great people. 
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Wuire is used in the Bible as the emblem of 
absolute purity and righteousness. Referring to 
those who are translated, the Bible describes 
them as clothed in white. Pure white is the re- 
flection of all the rays of the spectrum combined. 
It is therefore the direct opposite of black, or 
darkness, in which none of the colors of the rain- 
bow are present. Thus darkness, in contrast to 
light and whiteness, is destitute of any of the 
colors which appear in the rainbow round about 
the Throne of God (Rev. 4:3). The purity of 
the light of that Throne was reflected in the 
raiment of dazzling white which clothed our 
Lord on the Mount of Transfiguration. 

Jesus Christ took three of His disciples, Peter, 
James and John, to the top of a high mountain 
and there He was transfigured before them. 
Those three disciples were eyewitnesses to what 
Peter later referred to as “His Majesty” (II 
Peter 1: 16). Describing the appearance of our 
Lord at the time of the transfiguration, the 
Apostle Mark states: “And his raiment became 
shining, exceeding white as snow; so as no fuller 
on earth can white them” (Mark 9g: 3). 

As John witnessed the Glory of our Risen 
Lord on the Isle of Patmos he exclaimed: ‘His 
head and his hairs were white like wool, as white 
as snow (Rev. 1: 14). Thus, snow here and else- 
where is associated with whiteness in its purest 
state. All garments made by men and whitened 
by the most scientific methods known today fall 
short of the whiteness of freshly fallen snow. 

Referring to the sins of God’s people, Isaiah 
the Prophet likens their condition to a man cov- 
ered with sores and bruises from the sole of the 
foot to the top of the head. Because of this condi- 
tion, God declares all their feasts and religious 
ceremonies are an abomination to Him. Though 
they make many prayers He refuses to hear 


them for their hands are full of blood (Isa. 
I: 13-15). 

This condemnation of religious ritual and the 
outward show of righteousness in Isaiah’s time is 


also a condemnation of similar conditions today. 
The national call that went out to the people of 
Isaiah’s time is germane now: “Wash you, make 
you clean; put away the evil of your doings from 
before mine eyes; cease to do evil; learn to do 
well; seek judgment, relieve the oppressed, judge 
the fatherless, plead for the widow” (Isa. 1: 
16-17). 

A nation that licenses evil in many forms, 
that countenances traffic in intoxicating liquors 
which have been responsible for a long list of 
untold crimes, that refuses to execute criminals 
whose crimes carry the death penalty under the 
Law of the Lord, is peopled with citizens whose 
hands are dyed with the blood of countless mil- 
lions of innocent victims of the evils which have 
been cultivated and allowed to flourish in their 
midst. The urgent call should be heeded: “Come 
now, and let us reason together, saith the Lord: 
though your sins be as scarlet, they shall be as 
white as snow; though they be red like crimson, 
they shall be as wool’”’ (Isa. 1: 18). 

Only by a willingness to be obedient to God’s 
commands can our nation hope to obtain the 
result of righteousness expressed in this -state- 
ment: “If ye will be willing and obedient, ye 
shall eat the good of the land.” Disobedience 
brings the judgment: “But if you refuse and 
rebel, ye shall be devoured with the sword: for 
the mouth of the Lord hath spoken it” (Isa. 
I: 20). 

Along with David many may pray, “Purge 
me with hyssop, and I shall be clean: wash me, 
and I shall be whiter than snow” (Ps. 51: 7), for 
through Jesus Christ our Saviour the way has 
been opened for thorough cleansing. The call to 
the nation is to repent and restore the adminis- 
tration of the Law of the Lord so that justice and 
equity may be established in our midst and in 
order that the righteousness of His people 
may be whiter in its purity than the new fallen 


snow.

To many folk, today, the 
true meaning of this lovely name is lost 
or obscured. The fallacy persists that 
the ancient Israel people were chosen 
by God as an object of favoritism.

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THE MARCH OF HISTORY 


WITHDRAWAL FROM PALESTINE 


GreAT BriTAIN IS DETERMINED to withdraw from Palestine. 
Her task there has been a thankless one, for the very people 
whom she has endeavored to protect have done everything 
in their power to alienate the sympathy of their protectors. 
Evidently the Jews now feel they are strong enough to face 
the situation alone and are welcoming British withdrawal. 
So now we are to witness a further step in the fulfillment of 
Ezekiel’s prophecy as the Jews say to the House of Israel: 


“Get you far from the Lord: unto us is this land given in 
possession.”’ (Ez. 11: 15.) 

The Jews are determined to have their way but the 
verdict of time will demonstrate the impossibility of their 
securing complete control of Palestine. Britain proposes 
to withdraw but God has also said through His Prophet 
Ezekiel that He would give that land to the House of 
Israel. 

Let us analyze the situation. In 1917 Great Britain ful- 
filled the prophecy given through Ezekiel: 


“I will lay my vengeance upon Edom by the hand of my 
people Israel.’”’ (Ez. 25: 14.) 


When Jerusalem was captured and the Turks were 
driven from Palestine this prophecy was fulfilled. The 
Church in Israel should have proclaimed to God’s people 
the significance of this event but instead, not knowing who 
Israel is, they have been trying since to assist the Jews to 
secure territory that does not belong to them. Also, as a 
signal that the time of the Gentiles had ended, the taking of 
Jerusalem should have been a trumpet blast to Christen- 
dom that the end of the age had come. Jesus Himself gave 
us this event as a sign when He said: 

“And Jerusalem shall be trodden down of the Gentiles, until 
the times of the Gentiles be fulfilled.’? (Luke 21: 24.) 

With the ending of World War I the House of Israel 
had come into possession of their ancient homeland. How- 


ever, because of their blindness, and particularly the 
blindness of Israel’s spiritual leaders to the Israelitish 
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identity of Great Britain, they have failed to recognize 
that Palestine belongs to her as a gift from the Almighty. 
In 1919 Great Britain was one of fifty-four nations to be- 
come a member of the League of Nations. Great Britain, 
blessed of God, had won territorial possession of Palestine 
in battle, but with the formation of the League of Nations 
she relinquished to the League the right to say to whom 
Palestine should be awarded. 

For thirty years Great Britain has exercised her author- 
ity over Palestine under a mandate from heathen nations 
and not as the rightful possessor of the land of her fore- 
fathers. Now, at the end of those thirty years, she is being 
forced to withdraw. God intended that Israel should take 
possession of the land directly from Him and not from an 
ungodly League of Nations. Thus, Great Britain must 
repudiate the mandate as the first step toward the ultimate 
solution of the present problem. 

From the inception of this mandate there has been noth- 
ing but turmoil and trouble, bloodshed and murder as the 
Jews challenge the British right to rule in Palestine. The 
present determination to withdraw is the inevitable end of 
the course Great Britain has pursued, particularly the 
refusal to recognize that the land of Palestine belongs to 
her under Divine fiat. 

The League of Nations is defunct so Great Britain has 
served notice on the United Nations that Palestine is now 
to become their responsibility. It is well to note that this 
withdrawal notification comes just 30 years after the cap- 
ture of Jerusalem by General Allenby. This 30-year period 
is most important. Thirty years is the length of the great 
Year of Months found in Great Pyramid chronology. It 
is also the number of years beginning with the Elizabethan 
period to the destruction of the Spanish Armada, from 
which era the “time no longer” period of Revelation 
dates. At the end of this cycle we have a corresponding 
period, also of 30 years, dating from 1917-18 A.D. and 
expiring in 1947-48 A.D. (See Study in Revelation *, pages 
280-281.)

Janissa illuminates the Jewish character and in the 
portrayal of the historical factors involved in the internal 
contention for power, we have the answer that demon- 
strates the impossibility of present-day Zionists achieving 
their objectives.

Time Magazine for October 27, 1947, published an article 
titled “India-Pakistan” in its section devoted to foreign 
news in which the writer refers to an ancient Hindu holy 
book, the Vishnu Purana.

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In the land of India, where pagan idolatry has flour- 
ished for centuries, the “‘Fearful Ones” or Rephaim * have 
had full sway and under their tutelage mankind has trod 
the downward path to oblivion. Through their devotees 
it is recorded that the Age of Kali will be recognized by 
the following six signs:

SAUCE FOR THE GOOSE 


AT THE RECENT CIO CONVENTION in Boston, Mass., the 
demand was made that Congress be immediately called 
into session to pass legislation to restore price controls and 
rationing. Actually labor is demanding that everyone con- 
sent to take substantial cuts in their earnings while labor 
continues to receive high wages. For they are high in com- 
parison to wages received by the average non-union 
worker and the white-collar class of wage earners. 

Let organized labor increase their hours and output to 
match the hours required of the farmer to produce food 
and feed and care for his livestock. ‘That increased produc- 
tion would soon close the gap between production and con- 
sumption and prices would drop. The farmer could then 
afford to take less for his production when there is a reduc- 
tion in the market prices of the manufactured goods he re- 
quires. As long as labor continues to insist on a shorter 
week, less hours per day and less production per hour at in- 
creased pay, why should they expect the farmer to produce 
through long hours at hard labor and at less pay the food 
the laborer eats? 

Unions often insist that the manufacturer and em- 
ployer must give work to the same number of men re- 
gardless of the advent of labor-saving devices. This em- 
ployment of extra help is called feather-bedding, the cost 
of which is passed on to the consumer. If the farmer followed 
the same practice then, regardless of improved equipment 
for planting and harvesting, he would still employ the 
same number of men as was required to sow and plant 
before labor-saving farm machines were invented. The

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extra cost would be passed on to organized labor in the 
form of higher food prices. 

It isn’t the restoration of controls that is needed, but that 
men, whether on the farm, in the factory, or wherever 
services are rendered, produce in abundance, for only 
thus can the standard of living be increased and prices 
lowered so that men’s earnings will be sufficient to enable 
them to purchase in the open market the things they have 
produced. The gap between wages and the cost of living 
ever widens as organized labor demands and secures in- 
creased wages without an equivalent increase in produc- 
tion. 

Restoration of governmental controls will not solve the 
problem. It will curtail production and many goods will 
disappear from the shelves of our merchants. Let us turn 
to a statement of the Lord that outlines conditions under 
the perfect system: 

“They shall sit every man under his vine and under his fig 
tree; and none shall make them afraid.”” (Micah 4: 4.) 

This is not a statement of a Socialist enterprise, nor is it a 
Communistic vine and fig tree controlled and operated by 
the government. It is the statement of the exclusive prop- 
erty of the man who is sitting under the shade of /zs vine 
and tree and who has the sole right to eat or dispose of the 
fruit of both as he may choose. A neighbor who does not 
like the way other neighbors dispose of the fruit of their 
vines and fig trees can, through a willingness to perform 
the necessary labor, secure similar possessions for himself. 

Socialism says, ‘“‘Not so, but let us divide the fruit of this 
man’s vine and fig tree and give to those who have neither 
labored nor worked to make the vine and fig tree produce 
in abundance.’”” Communism goes further and says, ““That 
is not the way to do it; we will take the vine and fig tree 
from him, distribute the fruit under government allocation 
and give to the man according to the ration we shall estab- 
lish, provided he will be subservient to our rules and regu- 
lations and continue to labor as a chattle of the state.” 
How long will a farmer produce in abundance under such 
conditions? The answer is being furnished in the present 
situation in Great Britain, and God help us if the United 
States becomes so foolish as to follow in her footsteps. 

The Unions are trying to pressure the farmer into reduc- 
ing his prices but, if the farmer ever strikes, the city laborer 
will soon awaken to the realization that the farmer is more 
essential to the well-being of the laborer than he is to the 
well-being of the farmer. 


THE REAL WARMONGERS 


ANDREI VISHINSKY’S BLASTS against those whom he desig- 
nates as warmongers would be ludicrous except for the fact 
that they serve Russian propaganda purposes in the “‘Cold 
War” against the United States. 

Radio commentators and others have expressed amaze- 
ment that Mr. Vishinsky should expect that his attacks, 
which are so obviously false, should have any influence 
upon American public opinion. Mr. Vishinsky labored 
under no illusion here, for his attacks were not made for 
that purpose. Rather, he was using the UN as a sounding 
board to impress and influence Russian public opinion and 
his addresses were primarily for home consumption. 

In assailing the United States it mattered very little as to 
the truth of his statements, for the Russian people would 
only hear one side anyway, and that of their own cham- 
pion. The Soviet people are being prepared for the Day 
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when it will be necessary to justify the aggressive acts now 
being planned by the Soviet leaders against peace-loving 
peoples. These same leaders are acting upon the assump- 
tion that they must accuse others of what they themselves 
are planning to do with the hope of turning world attention 
from their plans by such accusations. The smear technique 
is being used in an endeavor to place the blame upon 
others and thus they are endeavoring to escape the full 
blast of an aroused public opinion by tactics aimed to 
confuse. 

Actually, the true warmongers are the leaders of the 
Kremlin for whom Vishinsky is only one spokesman. When 
Harry Lawrence of South Africa raised the question 
concerning the concentration camps and the millions of 
forced-labor slaves in Russia at a recent Lake Success 
meeting, he was promptly assailed by the Ukraine’s Di- 
mitri Manuilsky as another warmonger. Actually, anyone 
who opposes the evil aggression of Soviet Russia and con- 
demns their oppression of others is immediately the subject 
of a smear attack. This is‘the weapon of those who are un- 
able to answer the accusations against them and by this 
method they hope to turn criticism away and focus it upon 
those who endeavor to expose their evil acts. 


COVER OF DARKNESS 


How MANY HAVE NOTICED that the Kremlin selects the very 
late hours of the night for its conferences? When Mr. 
Stassen visited Moscow his conference with Stalin was at 
the midnight hour and we have read of many interviews 
with Stalin taking place at this unusual hour by men who 
have gone on missions to Moscow and visited with Stalin. 

Overshadowing terror of darkness afflicts the lands over 
which the flag bearing the insignia of the hammer and 
sickle flies. No family can be sure that members may not be 
spirited away during the night to be heard from no more. 

Why is there so much activity during the hours of gross 
darkness in lands controlled by the Communists? The 
answer is to be found in the identification of the forces 
which are actually governing this land and who inspire its 
leaders in their devilish acts. In the article, ““Giants of the 
Darkness,” (Destiny for November 1947) will be found 
the answer to this enigma as the spirits of evil use the cloak 
of darkness as they work through the Kremlin and move 
against those whom they seek to destroy.

“The repatriated Estonian refugees have all been sent to 
Siberia. Their luggage and their better clothes were taken from 
them and they were given rags instead.” 


Every act of the Soviets clearly indicates the truth back 
of the statements made from reports by soldiers and civilian 
officials in Estonia. The Soviet program is world domina- 
tion and the enslavement of all peoples. However, their 
leaders continually accuse all opponents of their evil ag- 
gression of doing the very things they are planning to do. 
The Soviets accuse the United States of America of aggres- 
sion, hoping in this way to turn world and American public 
opinion away from a close scrutiny of their own plans and 
purposes. 

Henry A. Wallace is one who aspires to leadership, but 
he is one of those of whom God was speaking through 
Ezekiel when He condemned them for seeing a vain vision 
and speaking a lying divination (Ez. 13: 7). In a speech 
at Trenton, N. J.,*September 20, 1947, Mr. Wallace 
declared: 


“TI hold out most strenuously for the right of Communists to 
express their beliefs unless they seek to overthrow this nation.” 


Is Mr. Wallace so naive that he remains completely 
ignorant of the Soviet program? When the Communists 
are strong enough to bring their plans to fruition they will 
move to overthrow our government. But though Mr. 
Wallace supports the right of Communists to free speech 
and the right to pursue their program of disruption, he 
seems to have no qualms of conscience because patriotic 
American citizens have been denied freedom of speech 
through the rowdy acts of subversive individuals supported 
by Communists and Communist-sympathizers. Freedom 
of speech has been denied to patriotic Americans in many 
of our cities, but we do not hear any protest from Mr. 
Wallace, who continues by saying: 

‘I want to work with any group that wants peace and is trying 
to work out an understanding with Russia.” 

Russia wants peace but, as demonstrated by the actions 
of their leaders in those countries unfortunate enough to 
come under their power, the Russian kind of peace is the 
silence of the grave for all who would raise a voice against 
the tyranny and oppression of Soviet rule. We most cer- 
tainly do not need to work out an understanding with 
Russia, for we understand her fully and we know her 
motives and her program far too well to be deceived by 
the lying deceitfulness of the statements made by her 
minions. Wallace is following the Soviet and Communistic 
party line of accusing the United States and our adminis- 
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tration of doing the very things which Russia has already 
planned to do in her program for world domination. The 
United States is not seeking war, does not want war and, 
above all, desires peace, but warlike peoples and leaders 
who are planning evil aggression make it impossible for us 
to disarm and live in peace as long as they prepare to make 
war against us. And Russia, under her present leadership, 
is doing that very thing. 


THE COLD WAR 


UNDER THE TITLE of a “Cold War” reference is continu- 
ally being made to Russian diplomatic aggression as the 
Soviet leaders press for advantage over the Anglo-Saxon 
world. 

Our past policy of appeasement, plus successful coups 
on the part of the Soviets, has placed the Kremlin well 
along the way to achieving her goal of economic and 
political domination of Europe and Asia. 

While the Communists seem to have suffered a set-back 
in the recent French election, we know from past ex- 
perience that an adverse election need not hamper them 
in the program of ultimately gaining complete control of 
France. The Communists were defeated in an election in 
Hungary but today they control that country. When 
Moscow gives the word the French Communists will move 
to take over the government. 

The Cold War is rapidly approaching the day of a Hot 
or Shooting War. It is certain that the immediate months 
ahead will bear close watching for coming events will be 
most significant. 


A DEVILISH PATTERN 


IT Is WELL FOR EVERY American citizen to keep himself 
informed on Soviet practices, for knowledge is ammunition 
that can be used to expose the lies of those who are en- 
deavoring to Sovietize the United States of America. 

A recent report which appeared in Newsletter from Behind 
the Iron Curtain gives an account of a new method used in 
Estonia to mask deportations: 

“‘Deportations to Siberia are going on daily, only the methods 
employed now are craftier and no longer so downright as in 1941. 
N.N., a friend of mine, who had a farm in the Valga district, was 
allowed to employ a German prisoner of war since he himself was 
too old and weak to farm his land singlehanded. One morning 
his German prisoner discovered that the farmer and his family 
had disappeared during the night. A Russian had taken posses- 
sion of the premises. When the German asked him who he was, 


he replied that he was N.N., the former owner. As the German f 
was unable to hide his astonishment, the new owner said, ‘Well, } 


you see, the authorities gave me this farm on the understanding 


that I take the former owner’s name. They said this was neces | 
sary, otherwise the communal administration would have diffi- | 
culties in reckoning the quotas for the farm and altogether things | 


would get into a muddle.’ This clumsy explanation by no means 
tallies with the facts since actually the compulsory quotas rest on 


the farms, irrespective of who the holders are. The provision of | 
Russians with Estonian names, however, is a good way of dis: f 
simulating the extent of the deportations. The above is not an f 


isolated case. All the more fertile regions of the country have been 
depleted of Estonians by means of such masked deportations.” 


Here is revealed a devilish, but nevertheless clever, 
device to hide the true situation and many are being de- 
ceived by Soviet duplicity. Every American citizen may 


rest assured that if he ever relaxes eternal vigilance, the | 
conditions now prevailing in Estonia will ultimately | 


afflict our land. 
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REVIEW OF WORLD AFFAIRS

Intelligence from the Soviets 


UR latest news comes from two travelers of different 
political background, neither of them hostile to 
Russia. Both have recently traveled quite widely 

in the U.S.S.R. 

Although Russia is in a state of great exhaustion, there 
has been some improvement during recent months. Food, 
though monotonous and of even higher cost, is more ample, 
especially on the black market. That form of trade is wide- 
spread —it always accompanies abnormal restrictions. 
Most workers have had a raise in pay to meet this higher 
living cost. 

The clothing situation is slightly better, though dis- 
tribution is bad. Very often the only things available are 
useless luxuries, which can be bought by actresses or the 
mistresses of Soviet commissars; never by a working 
woman. Men can now get some rough shirts which were 
very hard to find a year ago. It is still difficult to get shoes, 
and the few available are of poor quality. 

The housing shortage is great. In a few devastated areas 
vigorous efforts have been made to put things right, es- 
pecially where the local commissars are good, but in many 
areas the commissars are lazy and corrupt, and things lag 
badly. 

There is a great shortage of agricultural implements — 
in the Ukraine, for example, it is almost impossible to get 
spare parts for tractors. The reason is that last March or 
April many tractor factories were re-converted to the 
manufacture of tanks. 

Our informants think the present power of the Red 
Army is underrated, and that the efficiency of the Air 
Force has increased since 1945, partly as a result of help 
received from German scientists and experts. There is 
certainly reason to believe that the Russians have made 
progress in tank production. The new Tiger, produced 
with German help, is formidable; it is in mass production 
in the Urals. The number of motorized units of the Red 
Army has been doubled since 1945. 

German scientists are working enthusiastically with the 
Soviet Union on the construction of rocket-propelled 
bombs and other missiles. A V6 is being produced in the 
area of Tcheliabinsk. No one quite knows what it is, but 
the Russian High Command seems to attach enormous 
importance to it. 

Although much of Russia’s foreign policy and propa- 
ganda is inspired by difficulties at home, nevertheless the 
Kremlin is not wholly bluffing. The big men at the top 
are convinced of their power and the weaknesses of the 
outside world. They are badly informed by their agents 
about many things which are common knowledge to the 
ordinary American and British citizen. 

The Kremlin awaits the disintegration of the Anglo- 
Saxon world, and if and when it wakes up to the fact that 
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it is not going to happen, and that a slow recovery has 
started, the danger will be great. 

The Soviet High Command believes that Europe could 
be conquered with 42 Divisions, only ten of which would 
have to come from the Soviet Union, the others being 
supplied by Yugoslavia, Rumania, Albania, Bulgaria and 
Czechoslovakia. Poland and Hungary are less trusted. It is 
interesting to see that Czechoslovakia is in the list of coun- 
tries trusted by Russia. 

From an entirely different source comes another report 
from Russia. This is what it says: 

‘The Kremlin is losing no time in making preparations 
for an emergency which it believes will arise in the not 
distant future. The Soviet citizen is being accustomed to 
the thought that a crisis is approaching and is inevitable. 
In the Odessa military district, in the regions bordering 
Turkey’s Eastern frontier, and along the frontiers of Iran, 
there are military preparations of great magnitude. Soviet 
territories bordering on the Black Sea have been turned 
into huge fortification areas. There have been large scale 
troop and munition movements in the Baltic States. There 
have been two large scale Soviet Navy and Air Force 
maneuvers in the Baltic lately.” 


Reactions to the Comintern 


A special observer reports as follows: 

‘Ever since Sunday, October 5th, when the creation of 
the new comintern was declared by a joint statement of 
the Communist parties in certain countries, its context 
has been studied with uncommon interest in every capital 
of the world. The first reaction was that it only made 
public an already well-known fact. But, secondary re- 
actions have been rather different. It is believed. that 
Stalin himself may have written part of, if not the whole 
communiqué, because its most significant parts bear the 
distinct mark of his personal style.”’ If it was in fact written 
by him, it amounts to a final declaration of political war. 

It is fairly certain that a number of conferences took 
place during the summer about future Soviet foreign pol- 
icy. A report reached our office at the time which said 
that the extremists had won the day, and that Stalin had 
fallen in with them. The communiqué issued on October 
5th, certainly confirms that information. * 


Another Warning from Germany 


It is of utmost importance to watch developments in 
Germany. A desperate people, their country in ruins, be- 
lieving there is no hope, many of them a short time ago 
utterly disillusioned by Nazism, and appalled by the con- 





*It is said that the big five in Russia had several special sessions about the 
middle of June. The talks were inconclusive. Beria (oddly enough) and Bulganin 
were for a cautious policy. Zhdanov and Malenkov supported Molotov. These 
three favored an aggressive policy. Stalin remained silent. Without committing 
himself he left in August for a holiday. About August roth, he called for Zhdanov 
and Molotov. but for none of those favoring moderation. On September 2d intel- 
ligence came from Moscow that Molotov had returned from his visit to Stalin in 
a very satisfied mood. That is what reports say. 
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duct of the Red Army, are now playing with several 
dangerous ideas. 

It seems clear that Russia is going to make a large scale 
bid for a German alliance. (Our observers have ceaselessly 
warned us about this for the Jast two years.) There are 
very powerful schools of thought, both in Germany and 
Russia, which have always believed in this idea. There is, 
moreover, a very important revival of Nazi ideas in Ger- 
many. Two years ago our observers felt that only supreme 
allied folly could revive so utterly discredited a régime — 
the prestige of the Nazis was at zero. Foolish policies and 
miserable inefficiency have, however, created some revival, 
which once seemed almost impossible. It is distinct, and 
shows signs of becoming influential, and may even become 
powerful. As for anti-Semitism, it is stronger now than in 
Hitler’s heyday. 


An Important Strategic Area 


Russia is trying to weld many vital parts of Central Asia 
into her strategic system. Almost nothing about all this 
appears in the press. In July 1947 there was another of 
those frontier incidents in Sinkiang. The Chinese accused 
the Soviet satellite Mongolian government of violating 
Chinese territory by an attack with planes and tanks. This 
was another phase in the long bitter struggle in Sinkiang 
and Central Asia between the Chinese, the Russians and 
the Central Asia Turks. It is all much more important than 
the outside world realizes. 

In Europe much Soviet political strength comes from 
Panslavism linked with Moscow by forms of neo-com- 
munist — neo-fascist parties. In Central Asia the Soviets 
are now attempting to build up a Pan Turanian movement 
linked with Moscow through similar parties. 

The Russian government already effectively controls 
several million Turks. If they gained influence over a Pan 
Turanian movement they will have a great force in Central 
Asia and the Middle East. There are, of course, big counter 
influences at work, but that should not distract us from 
watching the large game being played by the Soviets in 
these areas of great strategic importance. 


Political Trends in Britain 


Conservatives of conviction are working harder and are 
keener than for very many years, but this enthusiasm has 
not yet solved the financial problem, which is very pressing. 
Lord Woolton needs two, not one, million pounds. More- 
over, he needs annual financial support from a much wider 
public than in the past. 

Mr. Churchill much strengthened his position at the 
Brighton conference which was a lively and healthy affair. 
This is important — it may affect the eventual careers of 
others. 

Convinced Socialists tend to be severe in views and 
policy. They still have great support, which should not be 
underrated. Liberals balance between the pessimism which 
one by-election result creates, and the relative optimism 
which another generates; but on the whole still have to 
face the fact that recovery from a long series of election 
reverses is a hard business. 

The floating voter and the non-Socialist Labour man 
are frankly puzzled. Some have now actually gone over to 
the Conservatives — others waver or have gone to the 
Liberals. 

In the meantime, there are some very unpleasant oc- 
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currences in British politics to which little publicity is 
given. The Norfolk Chronicle of August 1, 1947 gave a report 
of a local political campaign. Here is an extract from that 
newspaper: 

*‘At Carbrooke the meeting, which was preceded by a 
Church parade, was under the auspices of the Agricultural 
Labourers Union. The county banner was dedicated by 
the Rev. G. Chambers, who has for many years been asso- 
ciated with the Socialist movement. He joined the pro- 
cession, which was headed by a farm worker carrying an 
oaken crucifix, the figure, hanging on a cross painted red, 
bearing in one hand a hammer, and in the other a sickle. 
In the Church was an effigy taking the form of a labourer, 
in his shirt sleeves, hanging on a cross. A woman was at 
his feet and above him hung a bomb. 

*‘At this function, Mr. E. G. Gooch, M.P., was accom- 
panied by Mr. C. P. Mayhew, M.P., Under-Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs.” 

This is a good illustration of the strong Marxist tendency 
which runs through part of the Labour movement, and 
has the sympathy of a powerful group of M.P.’s. They 
constantly try to interfere with the policies of the traditional 
Labour man — the old trade unionist. 


Developments in France 


The Communist advance has been halted. There are, 
indeed, signs of some decline. This is in conformity with 
the news sent to this office by our chief observer during 
recent months. On the other hand, the rise of the Gaullists 
makes a much sharper distinction between the two op- 
posing factions than before. The development in France 
represents in miniature what is happening all over the 
world. The distinction between the pro and anti-Russian 
is becoming sharper and more violent. 


A Note from Rumania 


M. Cristesco, former director of security under the pro- 
German régime of Marshal Antonescu, recently joined the 
Communist party. He was then released from prison where 
he was serving a life sentence. He has now been put back 
into the directorate of Public Security — headquarters of 
the political security police. His duty is to watch revo- 
lutionary activities — that is, political activity contrary to 
the Russian interest. 


A Development in Yugoslavia 


Yugoslav policy is, of course, subservient to Russia. It is 
significant, therefore, that both Austrian and German 
prisoners of war — officers as well as men — have been 
offered liberty if they will volunteer for service in either 
the Macedonian People’s Army or the Greek E.A.M. of 
General Markos. 

Recruiting is directed by Russian officers detached from 
the Vienna High Command especially for this. Recruiting 
goes on in all areas, and the volunteers are assembled in 
Ljubljana. Training is carried out in the district near 
Skoplje. Prisoners refusing to join these forces have been 
told they will be put into road gangs. That is moré or less 
a sentence of death.

Q Study in Daniel 


Daniel the Prophet 


PREDICTIONS OF DANIEL have 
been a challenge to students of 
prophecy in every age. This has 
resulted in the writing of many books 
with the objective of attempting to 
clarify the meaning of the visions re- 
corded by this prophet. However, the 
obscurity which has persisted in sur- 
rounding them was also predicted 
by Daniel whose instructions were 
to: 
“Shut up the words, and seal the book, 
even to the time of the end.” (Dan 12: 4.) 


This is the factor which has circum- 
scribed the scope of understanding of 
the full meaning of the messages of 
Daniel. Until the period specified in 
the instructions arrived, much of that 
which Daniel predicted regarding the 
end of the age was to remain closed to 
even the diligent student of prophecy. 
But the instructions to seal the book 
also included a definite time when 
those seals would be broken. Until 
then it would be impossible for men 
to fully comprehend the magnitude of 
Daniel’s utterances. 


Broken Seals 


Modern advancements made by 
science, mastery in travel by air and, 
newest of all, the splitting of the atom, 
place our generation within the period 
when that which was spoken of by 
Daniel the Prophet was to be made 
manifest. The seals are being broken, 
the secrecy that has shrouded the 
meaning of the great prophecies of 
Daniel is vanishing as the events of our 
generation clarify their meaning. Later 
we will deal with these chronological 
factors in their proper order. 

With World War I a rapid accelera- 
tion in the fulfillment of ancient pre- 
dictions began, while the events lead- 
ing to and culminating with World 
War II have verified the accuracy of 
prophecy in every detail. Many of the 
predictions recorded by Daniel are 
now clearly defined because we live in 
the day of their fulfillment.

Higher Critics Discredited 


One of the major results where the 
Book of Daniel is concerned is a dem- 
onstration of the untenable position 
of the higher critic who in the past has 
questioned the authenticity of the rec- 
ord, as well as the existence of Daniel 
himself. The Book of Daniel has been a 
battleground for the higher critics 
who, in their endeavor to discredit his 
prophecies, declared they were written 
after and not before the predicted 
events. The fulfillment in modern 
times of his marvelous predictions re- 
garding events preceding the closing 
of the present age has made the higher 
critical position untenable and brings 
discredit upon the entire teaching of 
this school of Bible exegesis. 

Selecting Daniel for a major attack, 
the higher critics declared this book 
must have been written in the second 
century B.c. They reasoned that be- 
cause Daniel did predict in detail the 
history of world activities that would 
follow the passing of Babylon, outlin- 
ing the rise and fall of Medo-Persia 
and the establishment and later sub- 
division of the Grecian Empire, the 
writer of the Book of Daniel could not 
have lived in the era when Babylon 
flourished. But what will the modern 
so-called scholars do now? The long- 
range predictions of Daniel are having 
as remarkable and detailed fulfillment 
in current events of our day as the 
shorter term predictions in the first 
centuries before Christ did. Will the 
skeptic, higher critic and Modernist 
ever learn that the Bible is all that it 
purports to be —the Word of God 
written? When will they awaken to 
the realization that all His prophets 
spoke in accordance with Peter’s ap- 
praisal of the source of their inspira- 
tion and power? He said: 


“Knowing this first, that no prophecy of 
the Scripture is of any private interpreta- 
tion. For the prophecy came not in old 
time by the will of man: but holy men of 


God spake as they were moved by the Holy 
Ghost.” (II Peter 1: 20-21.) 


Mental Gymnastics 


Not only have the higher critics at- 
tacked the utterances of Daniel but 
they have assailed the man himself and 
declared him to be a fictitious charac- 
ter. According to them Daniel never 
existed but was created in the mind of 
a later writer to give credence to the 
utterances supposed to have been 
made by an individual who lived and 
occupied the position Daniel is pur- 
ported to have occupied under Nebu- 
chadnezzar, King of Babylon. The 
mental gymnastics indulged in by 
those who are endeavoring to discredit 
the Bible in this way produce a far 
more fantastic situation than could 
possibly exist by the simple acceptance 
of the authenticity of the record as it 
is written. 

Speaking through Ezekiel, God 
named Daniel as an individual who 
lived when He said: 


“Though these three men, Noah, Dan- 
iel, and Job, were in it, they should deliver 
but their own souls by their righteousness, 
saith the Lord God.” (Ez. 14: 14; also 20.) 


Later, when referring to the egotis- 
tical assumption of wisdom upon the 
part of the Prince of Tyrus, Ezekiel in 
derision declared: 


“You deem yourself a God — Ay, wiser 
than a Daniel.” (Ez. 28: 3, Moffatt Trans.) 


Daniel was a contemporary of Eze- 
kiel, living in Babylon while Ezekiel 
was prophesying to the House of Israel. 
Ezekiel was acquainted with the wis- 
dom and the work of Daniel and thus 
he spoke from his knowledge when 
referring to that Prophet. It is the 
height of presumption for Modernists 
to deny the existence of a man whom 
Ezekiel knew and mentioned, all 
because they do not want to accept 
the fact of prophecy or believe that 
God did reveal coming events through 
His prophets. 
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Testimony of Jesus 


To the testimony of Ezekiel can be 
added the evidence of Nebuchadnez- 
zar’s. personal solicitude for Jeremiah 
which can only be accounted for by the 
close friendship which evidently existed 
between Daniel and Jeremiah. Jere- 
miah was prophesying in Jerusalem 
while Daniel was looking after the af- 
fairs in his charge in Babylon. (See 
Study in Feremiah,* page 235; also Dan. 
9: 2.) Added to this, and in our minds 
the strongest evidence of all, is the 
testimony of Jesus Christ. After re- 
ferring to the Gospel of the Kingdom 
which was to be preached as a witness, 
He warned: 


“‘When ye therefore shall see the abomi- 
nation, spoken of by Daniel the prophet.” 


(Matt. 24: 15.) 


Jesus most certainly would not have 
had any part in perpetrating a hoax, 
for that is exactly what He would have 
been doing if the contention of the 
higher critic is true—that Daniel 
was fictitious and his writings those of 
another person. Instead, Jesus con- 
firmed the fact that Daniel lived and 
prophesied by setting His mark of ap- 
proval upon the utterances of the 
Prophet. Who are the critics who dare 
contradict Him? 


Shifting Sand 


The late Professor Robert Deck 
Wilson, Ph.D., D.D., of Princeton 
Theological Seminary published his 
book Studies in the Book of Daniel in 
1917 and has not only thoroughly 
answered the objections raised by the 
higher critics but also demonstrates 
that the foundation of destructive crit- 
icism is but shifting sand and that it is 
upon this uncertain foundation that 
Modernism has reared its structure. 
But, as usual, the higher critic is not 
concerned with trying to demonstrate 
the accuracy of Scripture; he blithely 
ignores all such evidence in his en- 
deavor to perpetrate errors under the 
guise of scholarly attainment. 


Scope of the Book 


Daniel, a young prince of the royal 
line of Judah, began to officiate as a 
prophet at the court of Babylon at the 
age of about seventeen and continued 
his activities and prophecies for a little 
more than seventy years. He was one 
of the first to be carried away from

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Palestine as a captive to Babylon. 
However, he lived to see the promised 
deliverance when a remnant returned 
to Palestine and began to rebuild 
Jerusalem. . 
The first six chapters of his boo 

contain the narrative of his captivity, 
trial and final elevation to a position of 
authority in the court of Babylon, 
which came about as the result of his 
success in interpreting Nebuchadnez- 
zar’s vision. In these chapters the ad- 
vancement of his three friends and 
their deliverance from the fiery fur- 
nace are also recorded. While proph- 
ecy is interwoven into the narration 
of events in these first six chapters, it 
remains for the final chapters of his 
book to deal exclusively with prophecy. 
The concluding six chapters are en- 
tirely prophetic and in the visions of 
the future Daniel records events to 
come to pass at a much later time. His 
predictions cover historical develop- 
ments to the present day and beyond. 


Messianic Predictions 


The statements of this Prophet con- 
cerning the Messiah and the time of 
His coming found fulfillment in detail 
in the birth, life, ministry, death and 
resurrection of Jesus Christ, for the 
Saviour came exactly on time as pre- 
dicted. This remarkable foresight alone 
demonstrates the fallacy of the conten- 
tion of the higher critic who endeavors 
to disprove prophecy by declaring the 
author of the book must have written 
it after the events described had taken 
place because he spoke so plainly con- 
cerning them. Daniel does not end his 
prophetic survey with the first coming 
of our Lord but points to the establish- 
ment of His Kingdom, the Resurrec- 
tion and Second Advent. 


Language of the Book 


The book itself is written partly in 
the Hebrew language and partly in 
Chaldee. Hebrew in Daniel’s time was 
still the language of his people and 
that part of the book which concerned 
them and their nation was written in 
their own language. Chaldee was the 
language of the court of Babylon. So 
we find order in the use of the two dif- 
ferent languages. The portion of the 
book containing the record of Daniel 
and his three companions is in He- 
brew, while the part bearing upon 
events relating to Babylon is in the 
language of the court. Thus the an- 
swer of the magi to the King (Daniel 
2: 4) is in Chaldee, which is the lan- 


guage used for the remainder of that 
chapter and on to the end of chapter 
seven. The rest of the book, however, is 
in Hebrew. 


Year of Captivity 


Jehoiakim, King of Judah, reigned 
at Jerusalem and it was in the third 
year of his reign that Nebuchadnez- 
zar, King of Babylon, came to Jeru- 
salem and besieged the city. Details 
concerning Jehoiakim and his rebel- 
lion against Nebuchadnezzar are cov- 
ered in Study in Jeremiah. Daniel repeats 
the same information prophesied by 
Jeremiah: 


“The Lord gave Jehoiakim king of Ju- 
dah into his [Nebuchadnezzar’s] hand, 
with part of the vessels of the house of God, 
which he carried into the land of Shinar 
to the house of his god; and he brought 
the vessels into the treasure-house of his 
god.” (Dan. 1: 2.) 


It is evident that Nebuchadnezzar 
started on his expedition against Jeru- 
salem in the third year of Jehoiakim 
but was unable to complete his cam- 
paign until the next year as he was 
delayed by having to fight a battle 
with Pharaoh-necho at Carchemish 
(see Study in Jeremiah, page 253). 


Selection of Young Men 


The King of Babylon commanded 
the Master of his Eunuchs to select 
youths out of the various tributary na- 
tions of Babylon for education in the 
diplomatic service. These were to be 
young men having no physical defects 
and pleasing in appearance; that is, 
with good personalities, who were of 
the royal family and of the nobility. 
They were to be educated in science 
and in a knowledge of the affairs of 
state so that they might be in at- 
tendance in the Royal Palace at 
Babylon. Daniel was of the seed-royal 
of Judah and he, with his three com- 
panions, were selected from among the 
captives taken from Judea. The King 
specified the diet they should have 
which was to be a daily portion of the 
royal meat and wine. 


Intercalary Period 


Due to the failure to understand the 
Hebrew calendar and to recognize 
Scriptural references to intercalary 
periods added to the calendar at the 
end of every three years in order to 
bring lunar reckoning into line with 
solar time, biblical scholars have failed 
to rightly interpret the time involved 
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when events occur during these inter- 
calary days (see The Chronometer of 
History, Destiny for March 1946). The 
following is quoted from this article 
and emphasizes an error easily made 
when this intercalary period is ig- 
nored, for it was during these days that 
Daniel and his three companions were 
trained: 


“Daniel 1: 5 gives one of the most ludi- 
crous errors of our translators and its con- 
tinuance in all versions, as well as com- 
ments and pulpit allusions, shows the ex- 
tent of the darkness and error which exists 
in the minds of professors in our colleges 
when they know nothing about the meas- 
urement of time by which history is placed 
on a natural and scientific basis. The 
reference is to the 34 intercalary days at 
the end of three years, which at this junc- 
tion was 3398 a.m. (see calendar /) when 
Nebuchadnezzar began to reign. It is plain 
from Daniel 2: 1 that the King’s dream 
occurred in the second year of his reign 
when Daniel had become a wise man in 
the realm. But Daniel was tested in the 
first year of Nebuchadnezzar’s reign. It 
was obviously impossible to accomplish a 
three-year period of training between the 
first and second years of the reign of the 
King. Daniel 1: 5 should state that they 
trained during the days at the end of three 
years and the statement “at the end of the 
days” of Daniel 1: 18 has a direct reference 
to the intercalary period at the end of the 


year 3398 A.M.” 


The year 3398 A.M. ended at the 
equinox in the fall and thus it began 
in the fall of 602 B.c. and closed in the 
fall of 601 B.c. This year (3398 A.M.) 
was the fourth year of Jehoiakim and 
at Jerusalem Jeremiah had the vision 
recorded in his 25th chapter as Daniel 
and his companions were being taken 
to Babylon and were being prepared 
for service in the Palace of the Baby- 
lonian King. This same year Jeremiah 
also dictated to Baruch the roll, or 
book, to be read before Jehoiakim 
(Jer. 36: 1-2). 


Daniel and His Three Friends 


At Babylon Daniel determined that 
he would adhere to the requirements 
of the Law of the Lord so he vowed in 
his heart he would not defile himself 
by eating the King’s meat, nor drink- 
ing his wine. With Daniel were three 
companions, Hananiah, Mishael and 
Azariah. In Hebrew each of their 
names have the following meaning: 
Daniel, God is my Judge; Hananiah, 
Jah is gracious or Graciously given by Fah; 
Mishael, Who is [or is as] El? Azariah, 
Help of Jah or Fah has helped. 
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Ashpenaz, the Master of the Eu- 
nuchs, gave Daniel the name of Bel- 
teshazzar and to his three companions 
the names, Shadrach, Meshach and 
Abed-nego, the names of Babylonian 
deities or idols. These names have 
the following meanings: Belteshazzar, 
Treasurer of Bel; Shadrach, Messenger of 
the Sun (According to Delitzsch — 
Sundur-Aku, i.e., Command of Aku, the 
moon-god); Meshach, Misha-Aku, who 
1s as Aku? Abed-nego, servant or wor- 
shipper of Nego. 

God had brought Daniel into favor 
with the Master of the Eunuchs and 
Daniel made a request of him that he 
might not defile himself by eating the 
meat and drinking the wine provided 
by the King. Ashpenaz said to Daniel: 


“I am afraid of my Master the King, 
who has appointed what your food and 
drink shall be, and he will observe your 
faces more gloomy than the lads who are 
around you, and I shall forfeit my head to 
the King.” (Dan. 1: 10, F. F. Trans.) 


A Successful Test 


Daniel requested that he make a 
test and give him and his three com- 
panions vegetables and grain to eat 
and water only to drink for a period of 
ten days and then examine them to 
note the results. Ashpenaz consented 
to the test and at the end of the ten 
days Daniel and his three companions 
were in far better physical condition 
than the young men who were eating 
the food and drinking the wine as- 
signed to them by the King. As a 
result of this test Melzar, servant of 
Ashpenaz, took away the King’s meat 
and wine from all the young men and 
placed them on the same diet that 
Daniel and his companions had eaten 
during the ten days of testing. 

It was the determination of Daniel 
and his companions to keep the re- 
quirements of the law that brought 
about the change for all the young 


men. The law states: ““Thou shalt not 


eat any abominable thing” (Deut. 


14:3). Not only did Daniel and his 
companions refuse to partake of the 
forbidden food but they also refused to 
drink intoxicating liquors, preferring 
simply water instead. Because they 
took this position, God especially 
blessed them. Christian people who 
argue that the food laws which God 
gave for the health of His people are 
not essential today are failing to note 
God’s reaction to Daniel’s and his 
companions’ determination to keep 
the laws Christians consider to be of so 
little importance: 


‘And God gave to these fair lads intelli- 
gence and skill in all books, and science; 
and to Daniel understanding about all 
visions and dreams.” (Dan. 1: 17, F. F. 
Trans.) 


Reward of Conviction 


While all the young men were re- 
quired to observe these laws as a result 
of the action of Daniel and his friends, 
there was no special blessing for them 
because they had no convictions con- 
cerning the necessity to obey God’s 
laws. When the King interviewed 
these young men at the end of the 
period of training, the result was: 


“The King conversed with them, and 
found none amongst them all equal to 
Daniel, Hananiah, Mishal, and Azariah. 
So they attended in the Royal presence, 
and in every matter of scientific knowledge 
that the King enquired of them about, he 
found them ten times better informed than 
all the Engineers and Mathematicians who 
were in his whole Empire.” (Dan. 1: 19- 
20, F. F. Trans.) 

Following this statement of Daniel’s 
rise to power in Babylon is the record 
of the length of time he continued in 
office, for he held a responsible posi- 
tion during the entire period of Baby- 
lonian supremacy and until the first 
year of Cyrus, the Persian. 
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Final Theater of War 


Ep. Nore. Articles published in earlier 
issues of Destiny are becoming more and 
more timely as events demonstrate the 
accuracy of prophecy. We are frequently 
asked to republish articles, particularly 
those which predicted present Russian 
moves. Because of the increasing threat of 
war, as Russia prepares for the coming 
conflict, this article (originally published 
in Destiny for September 1944, and also a 
chapter in our new book Documentary 
Studies) is being reprinted in this issue by 
request.

The warning that 
World War II would end with the capitu- 
lation of Germany, to be immediately followed 
by the Sovietization of Europe, went unheeded. 
Unheeded, too, was the prediction that a 
confederacy of nations would be formed 
against the Anglo-Saxon world whose pur- 
pose would be world domination. Refer- 
ence is made to the Asiatic hordes, the 
treachery of Egypt and the importance of 
the Middle East, making the information 
in this article of vital significance today — 
three years after it was originally published. 


NCE only does the word Arma- 
geddon appear in the Scrip- 
tures, yet the very mention of 

this name has always intrigued men 
for it has long been associated with the 
climax of all war in war’s most terrible 
phase. The very word itself has become 
synonymous with a devastating con- 
flict beyond anything the world has ex- 
perienced in the past, bringing destruc- 
tion on such a scale that an age will end 
in the complete bankruptcy of all that 
men have associated with so-called 
modern civilization. 


A Geographical Location 


Few, however, realize that Arma- 
geddon is a geographical location and 
that, associated with this place, the 
Bible enumerates events, in chrono- 
logical sequence, clearly timing the 
fulfillment of prophecy and thus an- 
swering the oft-repeated question — 
when? — regarding the coming of Ar- 
mageddon. 

John associates certain interesting 
developments as preceding and certain 
other developments as following the 
time when Armageddon will become a 
reality. Preceding that day he describes

the activities of three unclean spirits. 
Already we have identified these as the 
three evil systems of Nazism, Fascism 
and Communism. Their purpose, ac- 
cording to the Apostle, is to go forth to 
the kings of the earth and of the whole 
world to gather them to the battle of 
that great day of God Almighty. 


The Exuphratean River 


The identification is further verified 
by John, who declares their manifesta- 
tion would come after the Euphratean 
River had dried up. Now the Euphra- 
tean River refers symbolically to the 
Ottoman Empire, the final drying up 
of which was completed, following the 
years of recession from the peak of the 
flood-tide of conquest, when the British 
took Jerusalem and drove the Turks 
out of Palestine. With this task accom- 
plished, the House of Israel (the Anglo- 
Saxon-Celtic peoples) had come into 
possession of their ancient homeland. 

Israel’s possession of Palestine was 
the signal for the beginnning of events 
that were destined to lead to Arma- 
geddon. 


Rise of Dictators 


A few years later dictators began to 
rise in Europe. The above three sys- 
tems — headed by Hitler, Mussolini 
and Stalin — became preéminent. 
Their activities ultimately resulted in 
war, as evidenced in the Communistic 
moves in the Spanish Revolution, Fas- 
cist aggression in the invasion of Ethi- 
opia and the Nazi manipulations in 
Europe contributing to the final act 
which brought World War II into 
being. The dictators, under their re- 
spective systems, have accomplished 
the purpose assigned to them, the 
gathering of the nations to the battle of 
that great day of God Almighty (Rev. 16: 


14). 
The Plain of Esdraelon 


In the proclamation calling the na- 
tions to gather for the battle, the place 
of gathering is stated to be as follows: 

‘And he gathered them together into a 
place called in the Hebrew tongue Arma- 
geddon.”’ (Rev. 16: 16.) 


Ferrar Fenton translates this: “They 
accordingly mustered them to the 


place which in Hebrew is named Har- 
Meggeddon.” Moffatt renders this 
passage: “They mustered at the spot 
called (in Hebrew) Harmagedon.” 
Thus all three translations indicate the 
importance of a certain place desig- 
nated as Armageddon. While the name 
has been the symbol to those who have 
used it in speech and in writing of total 
war, its one and only use in Scripture 
is to designate a geographic location 
which is to be of supreme importance 
in the day Israel’s enemies descend 
upon the land of Palestine. 

The name Armageddon signifies 
simply that the plain of Esdraelon has 
become a fortress. This plain lies be- 
tween Gilboa and Little Hermon on 
the east, and Mount Carmel on the 
west. It is enclosed by irregular lines 
drawn from the latter along the base of 
the foothills of Nazareth to Tabor; 
from Tabor, skirting Little Hermon 
and Gilboa to Jenin, and from Jenin 
along the north edge of the Samaritan 
uplands to Carmel. These sides of the 
triangle are, respectively, about 15, 15 
and 20 miles in length. North of Jenin, 
a bay of the plain sweeps eastward, 
hugging the foot of Mt. Gilboa. An 
offshoot passes down to the Jordan 
Valley. The average elevation of the 
plain is 200 feet above sea level while 
the vale of Jezreel between Zerin and 
Deisen, a distance of about 12 miles, 
descends nearly 600 feet and then sinks 
suddenly to the level of the Jordan 
Valley. 


Scene of Decisive Battles 


This plain is a striking feature of 
Western Palestine and access to the 
Mediterranean Sea may be _ had 
through the Wadi Mukatta. The name 
Esdraelon is a Greek corruption of the 
former name of this plain of Jezreel. 
The name Har-Megedon is derived 
from the important town of Megiddo. 
The prefix Ar means “hill or fortress 
or place of strength.” It was here that 
Sisera’s army was overthrown, which 
victory is commemorated in Deborah’s 
Song of Triumph. In that song she 
speaks of Divine assistance: “They 
fought from heaven; the stars in their 
courses fought against Sisera.” (Judges 
5: 20.) 

Gideon with his 300 chosen men sur- 
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prised and defeated the Children of the 
east just north of Ziv-in (Judges 7) 
while near the same place the great 
battle of the Philistines was fought 
when Saul and his sons were defeated. 
Elijah slaughtered the priests of Baal at 
the foot of Mount Carmel in the bed of 
Kishon. The destruction of Ahab’s 
house and the furious riding of Jehu 
are associated with Jezreel. Ahaziah, 
fleeing from the avenger across this 
plain was overtaken at Megiddo where 
he was slain (II Kings 9). Here Josiah 
sought to stop the march of Pharaoh 
and was wounded. Much fighting in 
the past has taken place within the 
circle of these hills and it is here that 
John places the final triumph of His 
Kingdom people over all their enemies. 


Armageddon a Reality 


After World War I Great Britain set 
about fortifying this area. The work 
took a number of years to complete and 
not until its completion did the plain 
of Megiddo become Armageddon, that 
is, a fortified place. The turning of this 
plain into a fortress by the British is but 
one of many signs of the nearing of the 
great events that will soon focus the at- 
tention of all peoples on this historic 
battleground. 

Thus the armies of the nations of the 
world are already being mustered or 
summoned in the general move that 
will see them turning towards this 
place where they hope to defeat Israel, 
the Anglo-Saxon-Celtic peoples, in the 
climax of armed conflict as the ag- 
gressor nations undertake to bring 
their plans for world domination to 
consummation. 


A Solemn Warning 


Preceding the final move of the 
armed forces of the world to this place 
of gathering, but following the prepara- 
tory work of the dictators who make 
ready for the battle of that great day, is 
interposed the following solemn warn- 
ing in the midst of this general procla- 
mation to all nations: 


“Behold, I come as a thief. Blessed is he 
that watcheth, and keepeth his garments, 
lest he walk naked, and they see his shame.” 


The implications involved in this 
warning are tremendous and the keen 
student of prophecy will recognize that 
this message is addressed to the follow- 
ers of our Lord and will therefore re- 
cognize in present world developments 
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moves ultimately leading to the nations 
gathering for the move upon Arma- 
geddon. Following the rise of dictators 
and the manifestation of the three evil- 
like spirits, we have the promise of a 
blessing of surpassing grandeur for the 
few who will be in possession of the 
spiritual garments of righteousness. 
The very position of this statement — 
in the midst of the description of world 
conflict — is for the purpose of calling 
attention to the meaning of world 
events as the conflict approaches its 
climax. Thus the stages in that con- 
flict, through the process of fulfill- 
ment, are a sign of even greater events 
to those who are watching. 


Importance of Megiddo 


Archaeological excavations have re- 
vealed the importance of this plain of 
Megiddo, for this geographical loca- 
tion has played an important part in 
the wars of the past. Through this 
plain as a highway ancient armies 
sought to pass into the then rich valley 
of the Euphrates. The fate of whole 
empires in the past has been decided 
on this ancient battleground, for this 
place has been a natural gateway be- 


‘tween the north and the south, over 


which highway great armies have 
passed and repassed during the cen- 
turies. Today Great Britain holds this 
ancient pass and has now fortified it 
against the day of battle. 

Some have questioned the fact that 
Megiddo will ever again be of impor- 
tance as a geographic location in a fu- 
ture issue that will settle the fate of the 
world; forgetting that Palestine, ac- 
cording to prophecy, is destined to play 
an important part in the closing scenes 
of the present age. 


Joel’s Proclamation and Prayer 


Not only is reference made propheti- 
cally by John to this historic battle- 
field but Joel offers a remarkable 
prayer for the protection of God’s 
people in the day when the armies 
move against them and descend upon 
Palestine. The prayer he prayed under 
the inspiration of prophecy for the 
time, and amid conditions that would 
prevail centuries beyond his day, gives 
Divine assurance of God’s protection 
in the critical days ahead, for that 
prayer offered in our behalf is yet to be 
completely fulfilled. 

Joel speaks of the proclamation go- 


ing out to the Gentiles to prepare war 
and beat their plowshares into swords 
and pruninghooks into spears while the 
weak, through acquired armament, 
will say: ““I am strong.” 

The prophet continues his procla- 
mation to the enemies of God’s King- 
dom: “Assemble yourselves, and 
come, all ye heathen, and gather your- 
selves together round about.” Then 
follows the prophet’s prayer, a prayer 
prayed for the benefit of Israel in antic- 
ipation of the need of Divine inter- 
vention in their behalf that they might 
have protection as the battle of the 
great day of God Almighty draws near. 
The prayer is as follows: “Thither 
cause thy mighty ones to come down, 
O Lord.” 


Heathen Nation 


The heathen are to be awakened 
that they might come up to the valley 
of Jehoshaphat which denotes a place 
of judgment. As the Lord destroyed the 
enemies of Jehoshaphat, so He will de- 
stroy the enemies of His Kingdom. 

It is significant that it was Moab 
and Ammon, the ancestors of China 
and Japan, who came against Jehosha- 
phat to battle. Today their descen- 
dants are the peoples of two great 
heathen countries, both of which will 
evidently be against Israel in the final 
phase of the present world conflict, 
which will begin when Gog of the land 
of Magog moves toward the mountains 
of Israel. 

Joel depicts two of the main armies of 
the enemy nations converging in this 
coming campaign upon Palestine with 
their line of march planned to bring 
them into junction at or near Jerusa- 
lem. Meantime, a large column of the 
enemy will have moved toward Arma- 
geddon, Israel’s great encampment 
and General Headquarters. 


Tactical Success 


Ezekiel describes the suddenness of 
the attack in the day Gog moves, indi- 
cating that Israel will have but short 
notice to prepare to meet an enemy 
fully equipped and on the march and 
who through this sudden and surpris- 
ing move gains a tactical success. The 
Bible clearly places the position which 
these forces of aggression will occupy 
as the battle of the great day of God 
Almighty approaches its climax. The 
prophets visualize mighty armies, with 
all sorts of equipment, from the north, 
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from the east and from the south, mov- 
ing against Israel in the full knowl- 
edge that the hosts of Israel encamped 
at Armageddon are inadequate to pre- 
vent their onward and victorious march. 
Because of the critical situation at that 
time for Israel and the imminent dan- 
ger of overwhelming disaster for His 
people, Joel, through inspiration, 
prayed that the Mighty Ones will 
_ come down in defense of His Kingdom. 


Joel’s Prayer Answered 


The Lord answers this prayer 
through His prophet Isaiah: “I have 
commanded my sanctified ones [Is- 
rael], I have also called my mighty 
ones.”” These are those of whom the 
Psalmist sings, ““Bless the Lord, ye his 
angels, that excel in strength, that do 
his commandments, hearken unto the 
voice of his word.” (Ps. 103: 20.) The 
Lord calls Israel (His battle-ax and 
weapons of war) to meet the advancing 
foe. 
Isaiah foresees the Lord of Hosts 
mustering the army for battle: 


“They come from a far country [the 
Israel armies gathering for the conflict; re- 
turning from their distant possessions back 
to the land of their forefathers], from the 
end of heaven [the abode of His Angels or 
Mighty Ones], even the Lord and the wea- 
pons of his indignation.”’ (Isa. 13: 5.) 


The prophet has given us a remark- 
able description of the enemies of His 
people shouting their battle cry. It is, 
as described by him, ‘‘a tumultuous 
noise of the kingdoms of nations gather- 
ing together.” The voice of this great 
company of gathering men is likened 
to the echo of a great multitude in a 
valley between mountains, and on the 
other side God’s Kingdom Nation, 
Israel — His battle-ax and weapons of 
war united with the Hosts of Heaven, 
His Mighty Ones, assembling to meet 
them under the leadership of the “‘King 
of kings and Lord of lords.” 


The Line of Defense 


The gateway through the Plain of 
Esdraelon will have been occupied by 
Israel, for the Anglo-Saxon armies will 
be encamped at Armageddon in full 
possession of this fortified and strategic 
position as the battle of the great day 
of God Almighty sweeps over nations 
and kingdoms. Thus the northwestern 
corner of Palestine, under the protec- 
tion of the guns of the Israel fleet, will 
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assure Israel a secure pivoting position 
at this northern extremity of her line 
of defense, which position the enemy 
will be unable to outflank. The south- 
ern extremity of that line will rest on 
the Gulf of Akabah at Ezion-geber 
where Solomon launched his navy. 
This position will also be protected by 
the guns of the Israel fleet and thus will 
also be secure from an enemy flanking 
movement. With both flanks anchored 
on the sea under the protection of the 
fleet the line of Israel’s defense will run 
from Ezion-geber at the head of the 
Gulf of Akabah to Haifa on the Medi- 
terranean where the General Head- 
quarters of the Israel armies will be 
established. 

A glance at the map will show that 
this line of defense will run north and 
south through Palestine. The question 
naturally arises: with the two flanks se- 
curely established, at what point will 
the enemy make its main attack? Is 
there any clue from the prophets? 

Ezekiel tells us that when the con- 
flict is over the northern hordes will 
find a place of burial in the valley of 
the passengers on the east of the sea. 
He declares: 


‘And there shall they bury Gog and all 
his multitude: and they shall call it The 
Valley of Hamongog [i.e., the multitude 


of Gog].”? (Ez. 39: 11.) 


Joel, speaking of the defeat of this 
same northern army, declares that 
God: 


“Willremove far off from you the northern 
army, and will drive him into a land barren 
and desolate, with his face toward the east 
sea, and his hinder part toward the ut- 
most sea.”’ (Joel 2: 20.) 


The Line of March 


These two prophets give us a clue to 
the location where the northern army 
is to be defeated and destroyed, but 
first let us follow the line of march fol- 
lowed by this northern army as it 
moves to invade Palestine. 

Russia, or Gog, will have the choice 
of two gates through which she might 
pass in the move upon Palestine. One 
would bring her down through Con- 
stantinople, Turkey and Syria and di- 
rect to Armageddon. But this route 
would be hazardous as the British in 
control of the sea could make this high- 
way to Palestine difficult; and besides 
Armageddon and Haifa would be 
strong and impregnable positions in a 
direct move against this end of the 


Israel line of defense. The second 
gateway would be between the Black 
and Caspian Seas and by choosing 
this route through the Caucasus for 
the main attack the Russian hordes, 
with their allies, would be sufficiently 
remote from access from the sea that 
the British naval power would be of 
little use against them and could not 
interfere with their line of march. A 
study of the map will verify all this and 
show the tactical strength in a move 
from this direction against Palestine, 
using Iraq and Iran as the bases of 
operation. Ezekiel confirms this in de- 
claring that Persia (Iran) would be 
with Gog in this coming great cam- 
paign (Ez. 38: 5) and Russia is already 
in occupation of a large part of this 
territory. 


The Base of Operation 


Moving westward from Persia as the 
base of operation, the main force of the 
northern army would aim to strike at 
the center of the Israel line of defense 
as this would be out of range of the 
fleets at both ends of her line. Again 
consulting the map it will be seen that 
this will bring the attacking enemy into 
the vicinity of the Dead Sea, crossing 
the River Jordan just north of this sea 
and thus invading Palestine at this 
point. Meantime, a Sovietized Europe, 
under the leadership and direction of 
Gog, will be on the march towards the 
east with Turkey collaborating with 
these forces: becoming a definite threat 
to the supply lines of the northern flank 
of the Israel line of defense. 


The Southern Army 


But there is another army involved 
in this general move upon Palestine. 
This is the southern army of which Joel 
speaks. Because this Prophet refers to 
the Valley of Jehoshaphat and to the 
heathen who are to gather here, those 
involved in this invasion will very likely 
be the descendants of Moab and Am- 
mon who, according to the Psalmist, 
will be confederated with Israel’s ene- 
mies at this time (Ps. 83). This army 
will pass through Transjordan and 
move into Palestine south of the Dead 
Sea and in conjunction with the north- 
ern army undertake to roll the armies 
of Israel back towards both flanks by 
breaking through the center of the line 
of defense as these two armies move to 
converge after passing around both the 
north and south ends of the Dead Sea. 
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This southern army very likely will be 
composed of Asiatic hordes, the de- 
scendants of Moab and Ammon. * 


Supply Lines Threatened 


Just as the supply lines to the north- 
ern end of Israel’s line at Armageddon 
will be threatened by the great Euro- 
pean confederacy, under the leadership 
and direction of Moscow, so also the 
security of the southern end at Ezion- 
geber will be threatened as a result of 
an enemy coup in Egypt, followed by a 
revolt of the Egyptians from British 
rule which will result in the closing of 
the Suez Canal to British shipping. All 
these facts are taken from the Bible as 
the prophets outline the desperate 
situation in which Israel will find her- 
self in this final phase of world conflict. 
Indeed it will be a situation so desper- 
ate that, but for the intervention of God 
in behalf of His people, complete and 
overwhelming defeat will face the 
Anglo-Saxon nations. 


Israel's Enemies 


Ezekiel, Joel, Zechariah, Daniel and 
Isaiah all describe the climax of the 
conflict when the armies of the nations 
move into Palestine and each gives the 
detail of that part of the conflict they 
describe. It is necessary to put all this 
together in order to secure an over-all 
picture of the entire operation. 

Let us restate briefly the positions 
the prophets show will be occupied by 
Israel and her enemies when the 
climax in this world conflict has been 
reached. A great Communist confed- 
eracy will have been set up in Europe 
with the Sovietization of all these na- 
tions under the leadership of Russia. 
Contributing to the seriousness of the 
situation for the Anglo-Saxon peoples 
will be the internal disruption and 
disunity in all Anglo-Saxon countries 
through the activities of the Com- 
munists in their program of confusion 
and sabotage. Asia will also have be- 
come confederated with Russia in the 
world-wide move to destroy the prestige 
and power of the Anglo-Saxon world. 
It is of this coming situation that the 
Psalmist prayed for protection when 
he said: 

**Keep not thou silence, O God: hold not 
thy peace, and be not still, O God. For, lo, 
thine enemies make a tumult: and they

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that hate thee have lifted up the head. 
They have taken crafty counsel against thy 
people, and consulted against thy hidden 
ones. They have said, Come, and let us cut 
them off from being a nation; that the 
name of Israel may be no more in remem- 
brance. For they have consulted together 
with one consent: they are confederated 


against thee.” (Ps. 83: 1-5.) 


The Nations Involved 


Then follows the list of nations in- 
volved, giving their ancient names. 
Some have already been identified as 
Turkey, Arabia, Mongolia, China, 
Japan, Russia, France, Germany, Per- 
sia, Afghanistan, Tibet, Armenia and 
many others which events will more 
clearly identify as the great confeder- 
acy comes into being. Ezekiel and some 
of the other prophets help in this iden- 
tification by indicating the location 
and modern names of some of our 
ancient enemies. 


Positions Occupied 


In the military move which will fol- 
low, the enemies of Israel and Israel 
herself are occupying the following po- 
sitions with apparent and overwhelm- 
ing defeat facing the Anglo-Saxon 
world. The British forces at Haifa and 
encamped beyond at Armageddon are 
threatened by the great European con- 
federacy in an attack upon her lines of 
supply and in the security of her posi- 
tion at the northern flank of her line of 
defense in Palestine. The center of the 
line has been breached at Jerusalem 
and the city has been taken. 


“Behold, the day of the Lord cometh, 
and thy spoil shall be divided in the midst 
of thee. For I will gather all nations against 
Jerusalem to battle; and the city shall be 
taken, and the houses rifled, and the 
women ravished; and half of the city shall 
go forth into captivity, and the residue of 
the people shall not be cut off from the 
city.”? (Zech. 14: 2.) 


Egyptian Treachery 


Egypt, on whom Britain has relied 
for a supply base and for keeping the 
lines of communication open for her 
forces in the Gulf of Akabah, will have 
proven to be other than a means of 
strength to Israel, as Ezekiel prophesies: 


“And all the inhabitants of Egypt shall 
know that I am the Lord, because they 
have been a staff of reed to the house of 
Israel. When they took hold of thee by thy 
hand, thou didst break, and rend all their 
shoulder: and when they leaned upon thee, 


thou brakest, and madest all their loins to 
be at a stand [or shook them at the waist].’’ 
(Ez. 29: 6-7.) 

Isaiah speaks of the results that will 
follow Egypt’s disloyalty to the House 
of Israel: 

“And the Lord shall utterly destroy the 
tongue of the Egyptian sea; and with his 
mighty wind shall he shake his hand over 
the river, and shall smite it in the seven 
streams, and make men go over dryshod.”’ 
(Isa. 11: 15.) 

More detail is given by Isaiah re- 
garding this disaster which is to over- 
take Egypt in his nineteenth chapter 
where reference is made to the time 
when the Great Pyramid will have be- 
come a sign and a witness unto the 
Lord of Hosts in that day. There we are 
told as a result of Egypt’s treachery: 

“And the waters shall fail from the sea, 
and the river shall be wasted and dried up. 
And they shall turn the rivers far away; 
and the brooks of defense shall be emptied 
and dried up: the reeds and flags shall 
wither.” 

All this is to occur when a Prince of 
the line of Pharaoh will be again on the 
throne in Egypt. 


Asiatic Hordes 


The southern army of the hordes 
from Asia will have occupied the Valley 
of Jehoshaphat which is called the 
place of judgment. Joel speaks of the 
innumerable multitude here assem- 
bled when he exclaims: 

““Multitudes, multitudes in the valley of 
decision: for the day of the Lord is near in 
the valley of decision.”’ (Joel 3: 14.) 


Enemy Rejoicing 


Jubilation and rejoicing will be the 
order of the day in all capitals and 
countries of Israel’s enemies for the 
inevitable destruction of Anglo-Saxon 
power, prestige and might has come. 
It only remains for the northern army 
which has entered Palestine north of 
the Dead Sea to join with the army 
from the south and together they will 
roll back the Israel line of defense upon 
both Ezion-geber and Haifa: both posi- 
tions of Israel having become untena- 
ble as a result of the moves by the great 
European confederacy and the revolt 


in Egypt. 
The Call to Repentance 


The situation will have become so 
desperate that Joel informs us that the 
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governments of Israel call for a solemn 
assembly of their people to petition God 
for deliverance. The call is as follows: 


“Blow the trumpet in Zion [the center 
of Israel’s government], sanctify a fast, call 
a solemn assembly: Gather the people, 
sanctify the congregation [put all evil from 
among us], assemble the elders, gather the 
children, and those that suck the breasts: 
let the bridegroom go forth of his chamber, 
and the bride out of her closet. Let the 
priests, the ministers of the Lord, weep 
between the porch and the altar [for they 
have failed to give the warning and call to 
national repentance for the sins of the 
people], and let them say [a prayer they 
must now pray in recognition of our iden- 
tity with Israel, for only thus will we be 
saved from destruction], Spare thy people, 
O Lord, and give not thine heritage to re- 
proach, that the heathen should rule over 
them: wherefore should they say among 
the people, Where is their God?” 


This governmental proclamation is 
the result of the prophet declaring that 
if we would rend the heart and not the 
garment, and turn unto the Lord our 
God — that He is gracious and merci- 
ful — and if we repent of our evil ways, 
then there is hope of deliverance, even 
in the face of overwhelming disaster. 


God Answers Prayer 


The result of sincere prayer and of a 
repentant people having turned from 
all their evil ways is prophetically set 
forth by the prophet. Let us quote from 
Joel's Prophetic Message and Warning: * 


“Israel has repented and re-established 
the complete Kingship of Jehovah in the 
nation. The people petition their King to 
save them in this hour of trial. Of this day 
and time, when Israel would turn to Him 
with their whole hearts, the Lord was 
speaking when He said: ‘I will yet for 
this be enquired of by the house of Israel, 
to do it for them.’ Cleansed and sanctified, 
Israel returns to her God and claims His 
help and protection. For this time to come, 
God has patiently waited. 

*‘Joel now describes the effect of Israel’s 
repentance and cry for help unto her God. 
‘Then will the Lord be jealous for his 
land, and pity his people.’ The Hebrew 
word here translated ‘pity’ is chamal, and 
means a compassionate sparing. Thus 
the Lord answers Israel’s cry that He 
spare and shelter her by showing — in the 
sparing — affection for His people. As 
Joel records this prophecy of Israel’s re- 
pentance and prayer he exclaims, ‘Yea,’ 


the Lord will answer. This is what the Lord

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will say unto them: ‘Behold, I will send 
you corn, and wine, and oil, and ye shall be 
satisfied therewith.’ With this repentance, 
this putting away of sin, this restoration, 
and this sanctification of the people comes 
prosperity. Abundance of blessings pour 
out upon the nation. Every one is satisfied. 

“The Lord then promises that they will 
be no longer a reproach amongst the 
heathen: ‘And they shall call them, The 
holy people, The redeemed of the Lord: 
and they shall be called, Sought out, A 
city not forsaken.’ ” 


Israel having repented, which is 
followed by the promise of material 
blessings and greatness, God moves 
immediately to the rescue of the Israel 
forces from the power of encirclement 
and destruction by the armies of her 
enemies. 


The Northern Army 


Because of the leadership furnished 
the great confederacy by Gog in the 
evil counsel taken against Irsael, God 
through Joel declares of this northern 
army: 

“I will remove far off from you the 
northern army, and will drive him into a 
land barren and desolate, with his face 
towards the east sea, and his hinder part 
toward the utmost sea, and his stink shall 
come up, and his ill savour shall come 
up because he hath done great things.” 
(Joel 2: 20.) 


Destruction of Gog 


Having crossed the Jordan this en- 
emy army is forced to turn back and 
abandon the drive toward the Mediter- 
ranean and so this sea, called the utter- 
most sea by Joel, is at his back as he 
moves into the barren desolated terri- 
tory east of the Dead Sea, for his face is 
toward the East sea (the Caspian Sea). 
Here this great army meets destruc- 
tion. This is confirmed by Ezekiel who 
declares that Gog is to be buried east 
of the sea (i.e., east of the Dead Sea). 


“And it shall come to pass in that day, 
that I will give unto Gog a place there of 
graves in Israel, the valley of the passen- 
gers on the east of the sea: and it shall stop 
the noses of the passengers: and there shall 
they bury Gog and all his multitude: and 
they shall call it the valley of Hamongog 
[i.e., the multitude of Gog].’’ (Ez. 39: 11.) 


What will be the cause compelling 
this northern army to flee eastward 
into the barren and desolate land be- 
yond the Dead Sea? The great seismic 
disturbance, timed with this invasion 
(Ez. 38: 18-20), will completely over- 
throw the southern army encamped in 


the Valley of Jehoshaphat, compelling 
the northern army to flee in terror be- 
yond the Jordan. Zechariah refers to 
this same upheaval for, following the 
taking of Jerusalem by the enemies of 
His Kingdom, he says: 


“Then shall the Lord go forth, and 
fight against those nations, as when he 
fought in the day of battle. And his feet 
shall stand in that day upon the mount of 
Olives, which is before Jerusalem on the 
east, and the mount of Olives shall cleave 
in the midst thereof toward the east and 
toward the west, and there shall be a very 
great valley; and half of the mountain shall 
remove toward the north, and half of it 
toward the south.” (Zech. 14: 3-4.) 


A Great Earthquake 


It is of this great seismic disturbance 
that Ezekiel is speaking when he gives 
us the geographical changes that will 
occur affecting the terrain surrounding 
the Dead Sea and even the sea itself. 
No wonder the northern army flees in 
great confusion. In that description the 
prophet predicts that the Dead Sea 
shall again be full of fish even as the 
fish of the Great Sea (Mediterranean) 
as the result of the waters flowing 
through the valley created by the earth- 
quake, which water will cleanse the 
sea of its excessive saltiness. But he also 
informs us that the marshes or salt 
fields surrounding the Dead Sea are to 
be preserved and so the earthquake 
must raise this land, now far below sea 
level, above the sea (Ez. 47: 10-11). 


The Place of Judgment 


What of the southern army which 
has come up into the Valley of Jehosha- 
phat? After summoning the heathen to 
come to the Valley of Jehoshaphat, the 
Lord through Joel declares: 


“There will I sit to judge all the hea- 
then round about. Put ye in the sickle, for 
the harvest is ripe: come, get you down; for 
the press is full, the fats overflow; for their 
wickedness is great.”’ 


This will result in: 
“The Lord also shall roar out of Zion, 


and utter his voice from Jerusalem; and 
the heavens and the earth shall shake: but 
the Lord shall be the hope of his people, 
and the strength of the children of Israel. 
So shall ye know that I am the Lord your 
God dwelling in Zion, my holy mountain: 
then shall Jerusalem be holy, and there 
shall no stranger pass through her any 
more.”’ (Joel 3: 16-17.) 
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A Call to the Nations 


The judgment of the armies of the 
nations which have gathered into the 
Valley of Jehoshaphat and their de- 
struction is depicted by Isaiah through 
whom God addresses a message to 
peoples and nations: 


“Come near, ye nations, to hear: and 
hearken, ye people: let the earth hear, and 
all that is therein; the world, and all things 
that come forth of it. For the indignation 
of the Lord is upon all nations, and his 
fury upon all their armies: he hath utterly 
destroyed them, he hath delivered them to 
the slaughter. Their slain also shall be cast 
out. . . . For my sword shall be bathed in 
heaven: behold, it shall come down upon 
Idumea, and upon the people of my curse, 
to judgment... for the Lord hath a 
sacrifice in Bozrah, and a great slaughter 
in the land of Idumea.” (Isa. 34: 1-6.) 


Idumea is south of Israel’s land with 
its northern border touching the south- 
ern shore of the Dead Sea. Here the 
southern army which has encamped 
against Jerusalem will be destroyed. 


The Coming Messiah 


With these facts in mind let us turn 
to Isaiah’s description of the coming 
Messiah in the execution of His ven- 
geance in judgment: 


“Who is this that cometh from Edom, 
with dyed garments from Bozrah? this that 
is glorious in his apparel, traveling in the 
greatness of his strength? I that speak in 
righteousness mighty to save.” 


The Hebrew word translated trav- 
eling indicates bending forward as 
marching with endurance, strength 
and power. The question is now raised: 


“Wherefore are thou red in thine ap- 
parel, and thy garments like him that 
treadeth in the wine-fat [wine-press]?”’ 


The answer comes: 


“I have trodden the wine-press alone; 
and of the people there was none with me; 
for I will tread them in mine anger, and 
trample them in my fury; and their blood 
shall be sprinkled upon my garments, and 
I will stain all my raiment. For the day of 
vengeance is in mine heart, and the year of 
my redeemed is come. And I looked, and 
there was none to help; and I wondered 
that there was none to uphold: therefore 
mine own arm brought salvation unto me: 
and my fury, it upheld me. And I will tread 
down the people in mine anger, and make 
them drunk in my fury, and I will bring 
down their strength to the earth.”’ (Isa. 63: 
3-6.) 

The year of His redeemed is the 
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time of the deliverance of Israel from 
all her troubles as He treads the wine- 
press, breaking the economic bondage 
that has enthralled His people and 
destroying the armies of the nations 
that came against them. Recognizing 
all this, the prophet exclaims: 


“I will mention the loving kindness of 
the Lord, and the praises of the Lord, ac- 
cording to all that the Lord hath bestowed 
on us, and the great goodness towards the 
house of Israel.”’ (Isa. 63: 7.) 


Turning to Revelation we have a 
further description of this treading of 
the wine-press as it is the time of the 
harvest. Here the Angel is commanded 
to use the sickle in fulfillment of the 
statement by Joel to “put ye in the 
sickle, for the harvest is ripe.” 


‘Thrust in thy sharp sickle, and gather 
the clusters of the vine of the earth; for her 
grapes are fully ripe. And the angel thrust 
in his sickle into the earth, and gathered 
the vine of the earth, and cast it into the 
winepress of the wrath of God. And the 
winepress was trodden without the city, 
and blood came out of the winepress, even 
unto the horse bridles, by the space of a 
thousand and six hundred furlongs.’’ (Rev. 
14: 18-20.) 


The Mighty Ones Called 


The command given in Joel was ad- 
dressed to the Mighty Ones: “Come, 
get you down” — as the harvest was 
ripe; and in Revelation we are told this 
order to reap was given to the Angel, 
symbolic of the Mighty Ones. 

The length in space, or the chrono- 
logical boundaries set to this battle line 
are given, at the end of which 1,600 
furlongs of time the winepress scene 
will take place. 


A World Confederacy 


The first phase of World War II will 
end with the capitulation of Germany 
and the second phase will follow imme- 
diately with the Sovietization of Eu- 
rope and the formation of a world con- 
federacy of the nations who are to join 
in the great combination that will 
move against Anglo-Saxon-Celtic peo- 
ples in the bid for world domination 
and power. 


The Psalmist Prayer 


Because of the seriousness of this 
move, the Psalmist prayed that God 
would move to protect His people and 
closed his prayer with this petition: 


“O my God, make them like a wheel; as 
the stubble before the wind. As the fire 


‘burneth a wood, and as the flame setteth 


the mountains on fire; So persecute them 
with thy tempest, and make them afraid 
with thy storm, Fill their faces with shame; 
that they may seek thy name, O Lord. Let 
them be confounded and troubled for ever; 
yea, let them be put to shame, and perish: 
That men may know that thou, whose 
name alone is JEHOVAH, art the most high 
over all the earth.” (Ps. 83: 13-18.) 


God’s Answer 


Five hundred years later God an- 
swers this prayer when through Ezekiel 
He prophetically declares the following 
will be the judgment upon those who 
have fought against His Kingdom 
people: 

“And I will call for a sword against him 
throughout all my mountains, saith the 
Lord God: every man’s sword. shall be 
against his brother. And I will plead against 
him with pestilence and with blood; and I 
will rain upon him, and upon his bands, 
and upon the many people that are with 
him, an overflowing rain, and great hail- 
stones, fire, and brimstone. Thus will I 
magnify myself, and sanctify myself; and I 
will be known in the eyes of many nations, 
and they shall know that I am the Lord.” 
(Ez. 38: 21-23.) 


Plight of the Enemy 


Zechariah gives a vivid description 
of the confusion and destruction within 
the camp of the enemy as a result of 
God’s intervention in behalf of His 
people: 

“And this shall be the plague where- 
with the Lord will smite all the people that 
have fought against Jerusalem; Their flesh 
shall consume away while they stand upon 
their feet, and their eyes shall consume away 
in their holes, and their tongue shall con- 
sume away in their mouth. And it shall 
come to pass in that day, that a great tu- 
mult from the Lord shall be among them; 
and they shall lay hold every one on the 
hand of his neighbour, and his hand shall 
rise up against the hand of his neighbour 
. . » And so shall be the plague of the 
horse, of the mule, of the camel, and of the 
ass, and of all the beasts that shall be in 
these tents, as this plague.’’ (Zech. 14: 
12-15.) 

This prophet has also given us a de- 
scription of mad men riding blind 
horses in this day of destruction in the 
statement: “In that day, saith the 
Lord, I will smite every horse with 
astonishment, and his rider with mad- 
ness.” (Zech. 12: 4.)

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Comments and Conclusions

attention at this time, one of them the rising power 

of the military in our national life. I am not anti- 
militarist or pacifist in any sense: clearly understand that. 
I recognize the providential place of the soldier, and the 
necessity of military service in the present state of the 
world. Those who espouse the Israel view of life cannot 
doubt that God uses the soldier for His purposes, and 
especially the soldier of the Israel (now called “the 
western’’) nations. Other soldiers He may use as His besom 
or punitive rod, but the Israel soldier is His “weapon of 
war” with which He turns back those who usurp Divine 
authority and rebel against God’s plan for mankind. 

But it is well known that in our form of national life the 
soldier is a servant, never the master. His commander-in- 
chief is an unmilitary citizen. As a specialist in the art of 
defending the country, the people of the United States are 
profoundly grateful to the soldier. ‘They recognize in the 
military profession the possibility of a truly Divine call 
and are always ready to consider the soldier’s counsel in 
matters pertaining to his work. However, it was long an 
American tradition that anything which hints toward 
military government, or toward great increase of military 
influence in government, should be regarded as serious 
as any outside attack on American freedoms would be. 

EVEN SO, I AM NOT sure that, in the present indifference 
to principle that prevails among the people, military 
encroachment would be resented. It is not improbable 
that a knowledge of the moral softening of the nation has 
encouraged such militarizing steps as have already been 
taken. The American people, candidly, are not what they 
were, not as sensitive to their own and others’ freedom as 
they were. Valorous in battle, yes! But aware of the basis 
in Principle on which American life rests, no! They will 
stand by public policy, but we should never think that 
because of that the public policy is always necessarily 
right. Public policy used to be the people’s product; now 
the people pick and choose from the “‘notions”’ counter 
provided by their political purveyors. Fifty years ago this 
would not have been true of the people. And during the 
last quarter century we have seen how tragically wrong 
public policy can be. We have seen how willingly we as 
a people will trade away our heritage to men skilled in 
the art of making unfulfillable promises. Every trouble 
that has come upon us of recent years has come with the 
full consent of the people. They have refused their true 
Prophets; they have repudiated in large part their founda- 
tion principles; they have reached for the Apple, and now 
they wonder why the Gates of Eden begin to close upon 
them. So I cannot say they would resent a measure of 
military rule in this country. It is possible they might 
welcome it and speciously justify it. But that would make 
it nonetheless un-American and destructive.

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Sen MATTERS OF IMPORTANCE call for special

WAS WITH MUCH REJOICING that I saw one distinguished 

soldier after another refuse the suggestion that the 
Presidency was obtainable by him. But the number of 
citizens who insist that a soldier must be the next occupant 
of the White House continues to increase. The higher 
conception of the office of Chief Executive seems thus 
far to have been with the generals and admirals, rather 
than with certain classes of citizens. No doubt those high 
officers bore in mind two pertinent facts: first, that the 
world of late has been too much under military rule; 
second, that the record of professional military men in 
civil administration is none too brilliant. Certainly, the 
government of occupied Europe has nothing to recommend 
it. And it is pleasant to acknowledge that West Point 
and Annapolis have trained their graduates so well in 
the distinctions that exist between civil and military gov- 
ernment, that no professional soldier or sailor, of his own 
initiative, has sought to use the forthcoming presidential 
campaign to invade the civil government field. 

It would be very unfortunate for the prestige of the 
military, and for the public confidence, should a great 
soldier presently appear as Presidential candidate. There 
were, as people must remember, éwo main wars in which 
our government was recently engaged: in Europe and in 
the Pacific. The war in the Pacific was incomparably the 
greatest war in human history. Compared with it, Europe 
was a military push-over — that is, after the period of 
initial mistakes was past and the real work got going. 
But to bring that matter into public discussion with its 
inevitable recriminations, as a Presidential campaign 
would most certainly do, would be a public calamity, 
such as no soldier would like to bring upon his nation. 
It is far better to let it drop completely now and not risk 
anything of the kind. |

T, THE MAJOR MATTER OF increased military power in 
public affairs remains to be explained. And this is 
probably the explanation: the military and naval groups 
at Washington, seeing the dangers around and before us, 
seeing also the slowness of the people to comprehend and 
the slowness of officials to order the proper precautions, 
have felt the necessity of action, and are taking such steps 
as they can toward it. Civil officials must act by persuasion 
of the public mind; military men can act by authority. 
Civil officials have an eye to votes; military men have an 
eye to the danger. No doubt the urgency of the situation 
is the reason for much that has taken place which, from 
one angle, looks like increased military influence, but 
which, from another angle, may be only the attempt of 
the military to compensate the slowness and neglect of 

the civil authority. 

One suggestion to our military men may have some 
validity; namely, that now some millions of our citizens 
have seen war, have seen our defense departments, know 
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something of the world (more than their forebears ever 
did), and that thousands of these former citizen soldiers 
are rapidly moving into public office where they are 
certain to give more intelligent attention to what the 
professional soldier and sailor propose than may have 
been the case before. As war-wise citizens enter public 
office, co-operation with those who are charged with the 
public defense will be more speedy, and therefore direct 
military participation in formulating the policies of gov- 
ernment will become less necessary. 
25 
§ THE DAYs PASS, Russia’s determination to enslave her 
part of the world, and destroy the rest if possible, 
becomes glaringly clear. No one supposes, of course, that 
the utterances of Russian diplomats are intended for the 
ears of Americans or Britons. Whether any of the “‘western 
nations” are convinced or not matters nothing to the 
Russian. His words are strictly for home consumption. 
The picture the Russian worker gets is that of his coura- 
geous representatives bravely facing the war-mongering 
demagogues of the United States and Britain, daring to 
tell them the truth. And, unless the Russian worker has 
other sources of information, he is being whipped up to 
the point of fighting again. Russia has long been mobiliz- 
ing amongst her own people the will to fight, and we of 
the United States have furnished her the most resounding 
platform from which to do it. What will happen next, of 
course, is either that Russia, her hidden aims having been 
attained, will withdraw from the UN, or that out of 
common decency the powers will simply have to eject 
Russia from the UN and from the whole comity of 
nations, declaring her to be a spiritual outlaw, against the 
day when she will elect to become an active outlaw in 
force. Dealing with her, or even attempting to, never has 
been possible, but it has taken this length of time to make 
the fact apparent. She is now offering us her last vilifica- 
tion before throwing down the gauntlet. 
2 <—— 

AGREE WITH THE POINT of view that some American 
] streams of opinion have gone too far in expressing 
antipathy to Russia. The rules of fair dealing and courtesy 
should apply as fully to discussions of a foreign power as 
they do to our references to a private person who is in a 
position to sue for libel. It is always a loss to stir up hatred, 
for that is akin to fear; and it is also a loss to create pre- 
judice, for a people whom it is possible to prejudice are 
likely later to be prejudiced to their own hurt. 

I must say that my chief interest in Russia is not her 
political ideology, which a high school course in eco- 
nomics would quickly blast out of the Russian mind, nor 
in her military power, which I think need not be too greatly 
regarded, but in the gigantic illustration she is giving of 
the objectivity and truth of the Bible descriptions and 
predictions concerning her. 

The merely human mind (always an unreliable guide) 
would have said that with Russia’s switch from a mon- 
archy to whatever her present form of government is, all 
interpretation of Russian purpose and development would 
have to be entirely revised because what was true about 
Czarist Russia could not possibly be true about Soviet 
Russia. 

For EXAMPLE: STUDENTS OF prophecy have long an- 
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nounced Russia’s plans against Palestine, and this: was 
connected with the antisemitism of Old Russia. When 
Sovietism came, and antisemitism vanished, it was con- 
cluded that thereby the whole Palestine plan would be 
changed. But it hasn’t been changed; it is more of an 
active reality today than it ever was under the Czars. 

Again: it was assumed that with a People’s Govern- 
ment, Russia’s old anti-European plans would change: 
surely the “people” would never countenance the ag- 
gressive, warlike purposes of the monarchy! Yet, the 
Soviets follow the Monarchy’s blueprint of aggressive 
conquest without a scintilla of change. 

Why? Because it is the carnal mind that is leading, 
which is the same under Communism as under Mon- 
archism, the same under Unionism as under Capitalism. 

Thus, Biblical Prophecy takes little account of deflec- 
tions in such secondary matters as whether Nicholas or 
the Politbureau rules; Prophecy exhibits the grand mold 
into which evil forces inevitably pour themselves, whatever 
ideology these forces may profess or how often they 
change their political or national names. The wolf in 
sheep’s clothing is still the wolf and will manifest his 
wolfish nature. It is the fundamentals with which Prophecy 
deals, not with mere ephemeral personages. The only 
power that can deflect Prophecy is the regenerating power 
of the accepted Grace of God.

T IS POSSIBLE TO follow many paths through the Bible. 

Depending on what your principal interest is, you can 
deepen and round it out by tracing its appearances and 
development in the Book. Constantly traveling through its 
pages, as through a rich new country, one is frequently 
halted by an answer to one’s question or a new sidelight 
on one’s principal quest. 

If you are interested in Government, the Bible will serve 
as a textbook on that subject. The purest theocracy, 
democracy, aristocracy and autocracy are to be found in 
its pages — these being the four forms of overrulership to 
which men have bowed themselves. (No, I haven’t mis- 
written there: there is as much bowing down in pure 
democracy as in the others, but it is a different kind.) 
Various types of governors pass in review upon the pages 
of the Bible, with the reasons for the success or failure of 
their methods. The chicanery of political intrigue and of 
propaganda are equally spread out to view. There is not 
a “new” trick in American political shrewdness that is 
omitted from display and scrutiny in the Bible. Just as 
there are no new sins, so there are no new forms in which 
the wayward mind of man has expressed itself. No wonder 
it was a requirement in Israel that the king keep a copy of 
the Law beside him and read it frequently, for in the Law 
he had all governmental wisdom at his hand. The un- 
lovely records of the Biblical kings is evidence that they 
did not heed God’s order to keep themselves well read 
in the law.

F YOU ARE INTERESTED in Economics, the Bible is your 
Book. In it there is enunciated and illustrated all the basic 
principles of a sound economy and of the good society. 
Moses was the greatest economist this world has ever seen. 


It was his purpose to build within Israel an economic 
system based upon the economic Law of the Lord, and 
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thus avoid the pitfalls that every other system contains. 
Israel had the perfect law of giving and receiving, the 
balanced circulation that leads to increase of wealth, 
equality of distribution, a “floor” beneath which no 
Israelite could descend, but no ceiling to hinder his ascent 
into all the material blessings God has provided for man- 
kind. 

Moses is the only economist who recognized and stated 
the Law of the Cycle. Modern economists wrack their 
brains for devices to beat the cycle, with the result that 
we have recurrent “Shard times”; Moses, on the other 
hand, taught the inevitability of the cycle and its use as a 
period of good times. The cycle is imbedded in the nature 
of things, in the diastolic and systolic action of the heart, 
in the inspiration and aspiration of the breath, in seedtime 
and harvest, in day and night, in the sabbatical system of 
seven days, seven months, seven years, and seven sevens of 
years; and all these cycles are good, all of them are 
helpful and necessary to man, except that cycle which he 
makes “‘bad’”’ for himself because he stubbornly refuses to 
recognize it—-the economic cycle. I should say that 
following the economic trail through the Bible would be 
a most rewarding adventure for anyone interested in that 
important phase of life.

HE CHURCHMAN WOULD find many surprises awaiting 

him were he to take an ecclesiastical course through the 
Bible. Ecclesiasticism is the same in all ages and has much 
to answer for. The progressive element in the Bible; that 
is, the prophetic element, would have worked havoc with 
priestcraft, temple building and professional religious 
privileges and powers, if the prophets had been believed. 
They were not believed, but events always have com- 
pletely justified their position. The Bible, being the most 
honest book in our world, clearly portrays the stand-still 
and the move-forward elements in what we call “religion.” 
The stand-still element is the “religious,” the move-for- 
ward is the spiritual and Christian. Some day I will return 
to this difference between “religion” and Christianity; 
suffice it now to say that Christianity is not a religion. 

Many besides churchmen have made this ecclesiastical 
journey through the Bible, many who have been concerned 
only to slough off all worldly accretions from the formal 
act of public worship and set up a ritual approximating 
that used in the primitive church. And thus we have sects 
that have the officials of the assembly, as they are named 
in the Old or New Testaments; they have the ancient 
observances in a manner that preserves the ancient man- 
ner; they have everything that can be read about the 
doings of the Apostolic church except the power thereof. 
Their work has been worth doing if only to incite the 
question, Why have we not the power the Early Church 


had? And if only to incite the further question, Why do we © 


not believe the words of Jesus when he spoke of healing, 
and of the power of forgiveness, and of the dominion that 
was given men? Christendom is in the position of wor- 
shipping the messenger and utterly repudiating the mes- 
sage — doing the exact opposite of what Jesus asked and 
commanded. It would shake the modern church to its 
foundations to take its structure and assumptions and 
teachings and lay them alongside the teaching of our 
Lord. Its organization would appear as a travesty, its 
assumptions a blasphemy, and much of its theology 
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wholly unchristian. There are few churches in which 
Jesus could freely worship the Father, and fewer pulpits 
He would be admitted to, were He here in the flesh again. 
And His Word would be just as little understood, yet just 
as devastating to modern so-called Christianity as it was 
to the religion into whose midst He walked 2,000 years 
ago. Such a journey through the Bible, if made by church- 
men, might result in the return of Christian power to 
the Christian church.

R, IF YOU ARE SO INCLINED, you may take a historical 
O tour through the Bible. It may seem strange, but it 
is a fact everyone should know, that the Bible was once 
the only book of History that most of the world had. The 
people of the Bible had contact with all the nations of 
antiquity. The Old Testament served as Book One of 
World History for a long, long time. Even the New 
Testament, not written as a record nor as biography at 
all, has furnished historical clues which have helped to 
throw light on the modern study of ancient history, for, 
of course, what most of us now know as ancient history 
was the contemporary experience of our brothers, the 
first Christians. Modern history is largely the effort of 
lower world-forces to seize and control this history-chang- 
ing power that we call Christianity. 

People often ask, ““Then, why hasn’t Christianity been 
more successful in changing the world after 2,000 years?” 
The “2,000 years”’ is an error. People seem to forget that 
Christianity has by no means been a free force in the 
world for 2,000 years. For four-fifths of that time it was 
confined in ecclesiastical strait jackets. It was only 400 
years ago that Christianity broke loose from these and is 
not entirely free even now. That is to say, if you are to 
reckon the social power of Christianity, you must reckon 
only on the last 400 years, for only during the last four 
centuries has it been free to become a social force. Even 
during these 400 years there must be reckoned the over- 
whelming heritage of habit and unbelief that the previous 
sixteen centuries had drilled into humanity. It has not 
been entirely free, yet, being partly free, what tremendous 
power it has exerted! More spiritual progress, more 
development of truth, more progress of every sort has been 
made in the last four centuries than ever before, and the 
reason this does not mean as much as it should is that, 
again, this Christianity finds itself hindered by the prevail- 
ing paganism which this small measure of progress has 
produced. Simply as a matter of history alone, ancient or 
modern, a knowledge of the Bible treasures in that field is 
essential.

URTHERMORE, ONE MIGHT MAKE a journey through the 

peoples of the Bible and discover numerous clues that 
will enable him to identify the modern survivors of those 
peoples. It is true, as everyone knows, that nations may 
cease and disappear but peoples do not; they continue, 
often in another land and under another name. The 
Babylonians are still here, though not in the lands of 
ancient Babylon, nor under the name of Babylonians. 
They may survive amongst us under some European 
national name — in fact, they do. The continuity of their 
character, the continuance of their inner “drives,” the 
persistance of their ways of looking at the world and life, 
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are plainly visible to anyone who possesses the Biblical 
key. There is not much difference in the humanity of the 
ancient world and this modern world, except that the 
part of humanity which always stood for right and against 
the rule of violence is in a far stronger position now than 
it was in Biblical times. 

IT WILL BE ADMITTED, I think, that the one lighthouse 
whose beacon was burning in ancient times, was the 
nation of Israel. In any case, it is the only nation whose 
Principles have survived into this time, preserving all their 
pristine authority. Not only Roman Law and Greek Culture 
had Biblical antecedents, but so has every principle of social 
and international law in the modern world. Israel has 
survived in spirit, in mind, which makes it no great 
surprise to learn that Israel has also survived physically. 
In olden times Israel was buffeted about by its more 
powerful neighbors who did not possess the moral “‘drive”’ 
which is the peculiar characteristic of Israel. In these 
days those same ancient neighbors survive in modern 
guise; they still are actuated by their same unholy beliefs 
and desires, but today it is the Israel power that masters 
them, not they Israel. And, by a simple process, if you 
want to know which are the peoples of Israel you may 
discover this by observing which are the peoples that are 
doing in modern times what Israel was physically too 
weak to do in ancient times. Israel is here, modern, 
Christian, and constituting in the eyes of its ancient 
enemies, half the world. That is, these enemies now 
divide the world into two spheres of influence, one of 
which is the Israel sphere.

DON’T EXPECT IT TO COME to pass by any agency now 
if visible, but when the harmonious nation or society 
shall appear it will be because some controlling spiritual 
truth shall at last have been accepted by the people. The 
perfect world, the good society is already present in the 
Mind and Purpose of God; it does not await some future 
time to be improvised into existence. But until some idea 
of the spiritual Pattern that exists in the heavenlies can 
enter men’s minds with powerful conviction, the realization 
of that Pattern is hindered. And that such a powerful 
conviction must come is assured by the awakening events 


which the future has promised to unfold. God’s pattern of - 


the good human life on earth has been ready and waiting 
for ages. Man in his false wisdom has seen fit to ignore it 
throughout his history, with the result that his history has 
been a series of risings and fallings, blunders and break- 
downs ceaselessly repeated, which continue to this day. 

No one who knows the Bible can believe for a moment 
that God created man to be the failure he has become; no 
Bible student can believe that God has abandoned man 
to work out his total ruin; every reader of the Scriptures 
and every observer of the present status of the race per- 
ceives that it is the active Presence of God, even now, that 
prevents the ruin from becoming complete. The Father 
begot a Purpose, of which man is an integral part, and 
though man may seem to muddle the Purpose, it none- 
theless proceeds undeflected to its goal, the only loss being 
that of the glory man might have had by being a better co- 
operator with God. 

IT WOULD WELL REPAY Us IF frequently in these days 
we should read with unusually close attention the first 
two chapters ef Genesis. Unfortunately, this basic Scrip- 
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ture has been made, even in the church, the football of a 
jaunty ignorance that has led Christians to believe that it 
represents an utterly discredited effort to be “‘scientific”’ 
in the modern, materialistic and, therefore, changeful 
sense in which that word is used today. I do not intend 
to discuss this particular point, for it is aside from my 
present theme, but I assert that nowhere has modern 
science produced so broad and true a view of the creative 
process as is to be found in these pre-scientific chapters of 
Genesis. I am not specially interested in telling people 
that they should believe these chapters, but rather that 
they should read them and see what is in them. Not one 
clergyman in 1,000 can tell you what is in them, let alone 
what they mean. It is interesting to see that Pierre Lecomte 
du Nuoy, in his recent work, Human Destiny, thinks it 
worthwhile to turn his scientific attention to these chapters 
of Genesis because of their references to man. And while 
his conclusions are no more to be accepted in toto than are 
the views usually expressed from representative Christian 
pulpits, they do emphasize that Genesis, as a book, still 
has power to electrify the mind capable of sensing its 
values. 

I will not confuse you with the observations of official 
religious teachers who pretend to discover and explain 
the “‘differences”” between these two chapters of Genesis, 
or what they call “the two accounts of creation.”’ I would 
rather ask you, with the Book open before you, to see for 
yourself. I trust you are not one of those who is satisfied 
with being “‘told” things about the Bible, but one who 
insists on examining the Bible for yourself. The curse of 
certain methods of “‘Bible study”’ is that, not the Bible, 
but books “‘about the Bible”’ are studied. 

ONE POINT OF UNDERSTANDING is to read Genesis 1 as if 
it ended in Gen. 2: 6, which it does. Up to that point we 
have the record of the successive “‘generations” or forth- 
puttings of the creative power. One thing follows another, 
each including and enlarging upon the glory of the former: 
“God said,” and “‘God said,” and ‘‘God said,”’ the creative 
word incessantly going forth until the whole creative pattern 
was complete. And, at the end, God came to man, his 
highest earthly creation (who yet was not of the earth but 
of God), and “God said, Let us make man in our image, 
after our likeness, and let them have dominion.” This had 
not been said of any previous creation, and no such 
dominion had been given to any of them. 

As we follow through to the end of this so-called ‘“‘first 
account” we are told where all this work of God had 
taken place. People assume that we have two accounts 
because they overlook what is said at the end of the so- 
called “first account.” For after all the detail of Chapter 1, 
the statement is plainly made that the plants of the field 
were created before they were in the earth, and every herb of 
the field was created before it grew, and though in 1: 26-30 
we are told of the creation of man, yet in 2: 5 we are told 
“and there was not a man to till the ground.’ Yet all this is 
described in Chapter 1 as having taken place. But where? In 
the Mind of God. In the Word, so to speak, that had not 
yet taken form. The Idea always precedes the appearance 
or manifestation. It does with us, and this is one of the 
respects in which we are in the image of God. The Idea or 
Purpose (“let us’) was the necessary precedent to the 
Idea’s coming into visibility. Real man, the real world, 
the divinely beautiful extent of the God-Purpose was

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PHASE OF Divine judgment 
which the nations are now ex- 
periencing is not a sudden un- 
leashing of nature’s most awesome 
phenomena, although that will come 
at the climax of the current tribula- 
tion. Rather it is a gradual lifting of 
restraint from destructive potential- 
ities long latent in the world. 

Consider India, where for decades 
British rule held in check the bigotry 
and intolerance of hostile religious 
factions. Then suddenly the beneficent 
restraining force was withdrawn, and 
immediately Hindu-Moslem antag- 
onism flared into what observers have 
conservatively termed a blood bath. 
This at a time when the turbulent 
world situation must of necessity pre- 
vent outside nations from contribut- 
ing any but the slimmest help to 
alleviate famine and hardship in the 
twin dominions. 

Meanwhile, Egypt, heedless of 
India’s fate, is straining to escape 
British rule, while the threat of an 
Arab-Jewish war presses upon the 
Middle East over the question of 
partition for Palestine. Thus grad- 
ually is being revealed the tremendous 
godsend which British power and 
dominion have been to the world in 
maintaining peace and bringing a 
measure of justice and enlightenment 
to regions where intolerant minorities 
would otherwise stir constant strife. 

But the overshadowing phenom- 
enon of these crucial months has been 
the gradual emergence, like a satanic 
hydra, of Soviet Russia as perhaps the 
most awe-inspiring single force of 
judgment ever loosed on the world. 
An evil embodiment of atheistical 
materialism, the Russia colossus is 
revealed in unceasing and ever bolder 
activity, with chaos as its immediate 
aim and world rule as its ultimate 
objective. Nurtured as an instrument 
of Divine wrath, the Red Plague of 
Communism shall sweep on until the 
full fury of the Third Woe breaks 
upon apostate Christendom, even as 
the Saracen and Ottoman judgment- 
forces wrought havoc in earlier ages. 

The character and destined role 
of Russian Communism has always 
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been manifest to the student of Bibli- 
cal prophecy. For the average citizen, 
however, the awakening has been a 
crescent disillusionment made the 
bitterer by overoptimistic or fla- 
grantly falsified reports which certain 
statesmen gave out concerning earlier 
attempts to win Soviet Russia’s co- 
operation. 

Ceaseless and implacable is the 
march of Russian malignity as re- 
vealed by the unfolding chronological 
patterns. Time measures extending 
from Anglo-Saxon attempts to co- 
operate with Russia reveal events 
highlighting the futility of such tactics. 
Measures connecting with previous 
instances of Soviet intransigence dis- 
close sharper, more ominous out- 
croppings of the sinister Russian 
policies. 

As a striking example of the former, 
follow out from Chart I the 2 XK 286 
pattern measured from the close of 
the Moscow Foreign Ministers’ Con- 
ference on December 26, 1945. At 
this conference the United States sur- 
rendered its voice as ultimate au- 
thority in the control of Japan in 
exchange for promised Russian parti- 
cipation in a resolution recommend- 
ing establishment of a UN atomic 
energy commission. The number 286 
is the Great Pyramid’s Displacement 
Factor, the measure of human error 
in failing to found its civilization 
upon the sure rock of Divine com- 
mandment. 

Note that the lunar measurement 
of 2 X 286 days after December 26, 
1945 was July 13, 1947 when reports 
came of the invasion of Greece by a 
force of 1000 men who moved in 
from the Albanian border and at- 
tacked the town of Konitsa. This 
marked a new, graver phase of out- 
side intervention in the critical Greek 
situation. As an example of the man- 
ner in which the time measures mark 
stages of intensified crisis, note that 
the leftist invasion occurred 666 plus 
286 days after December 3, 1944, 
when the Greek Civil War foreshad- 
owed trouble to come. July 13, 1947 
was also 390 days after June 18, 1946, 
for the significance of which see the 


chart in Destiny for October 1946 
(page 342). 

On the mean date of this 2 K 286 
cycle ( July 21, 1947) it was announced 
that the United States had withdrawn 
from the joint United-States-Soviet 
Oil Commission in Rumania. The 
immediate cause was Russia’s failure 
to settle for a million dollars worth 
of American oil machinery in Ru- 
mania, and the U. S. action was 
taken, according to the State De- 
partment statement, “‘after it became 
obvious that there was no hope of 
securing any cooperation from the 
Soviet members in carrying out the 
commission’s responsibilities.” Note 
gradual but steady ‘“‘displacement”’ 
of the United States from all at- 
tempts to act in combination with the 
Soviets. 

One of the summer’s most por- 
tentous events occurred on the solar 
terminal of this 2 X 286-day cycle 
when Russia cast its eleventh veto in 
the UN Security Council to kill a 
United States’ proposal for an 11- 
nation border commission designed 
to bring peace to the Balkans. This 
Russian move (July 29, 1947) ef- 
fectively dispelled any lingering hope 
the more sanguine diplomats may 
have entertained concerning Soviet 
cooperativeness. It also resulted in a 
wider realization of UN ineffective- 
ness and futility, revealing the veto- 
ridden UN to be nothing more than 
a tool of Russian imperialism. 

Chart I marshals other pertinent 
chronological facts regarding this July 
29th date. It came 370 days after 
Russia’s rejection of the United States 
Atom Control plan on July 24, 1946, 
with 370 days being the duration of 
the Noachian Deluge. It was also 286 
plus two days after October 14, 1946 
when Russia announced she would 
challenge decisions of the Paris Peace 
Conference. And finally, it was 286 
days solar plus two before the May 16, 
1948 Great Pyramid Coffer Date. 
(This last date closely relates to Rus- 
sia, since it will be 2520 days after 
the start of the Russo-German War 
on June 22, 1941.) 

Another important pattern on 
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Chart I covers 1290 days from the 
landing of Allied troops at Anzio, 
south of Rome. This salient move in 
the Italian campaign on January 22, 
1944 hastened the fall of Rome and 
the surrender of Hitler’s major Axis 
partner. As this “desolation” cycle 
reached its lunar terminal on July 16, 
1947 the United States made a fresh 
effort to shake free of Soviet obstruc- 
tionism. The State Department pro- 
posed that a conference soon be held 
to begin work on the Japanese peace 
treaty, and challenged Russia and the 
other great powers to relinquish their 
veto rights in drafting this treaty. 
Both proposals were summarily re- 
jected by Russia. 

As this 1290-day cycle reached its 
mean terminal on August 4th, the 
Security Council rejected a Russian 
counter-proposal on Greece. Thus the 
UN deadlock over the Balkan issue 
continued. The Russian plan, de- 
signed to replace the American reso- 
lution which Gromyko had vetoed 
on July 29th, called for withdrawal of 
foreign troops from Greece and UN 
supervision of economic aid to that 
country. Only Poland and Russia 
supported this resolution. 

Also noteworthy on this August 4th 
date was a flare-up of anti-Jewish 
riots in Great Britain as the British 
people vented indignation over the 
execution in Palestine of two British 
Army sergeants by Irgun Zvai Leumi, 
Jewish terrorist organization. 

(As Chart I indicates, August 4th 
was also 286 days before the May 16, 
1948 Great Pyramid Coffer Date.) 

On August 23d, solar terminal of 
the 1290-day cycle, American efforts 
to help Greece were hampered when 
the government headed by Premier 
Maximos collapsed. The event re- 
sulted from a rift over prosecution of 
the war against Red guerrillas, and 
efforts by American envoys were re- 
quired to conciliate rival factions so 
that a government could be formed 
and the aid program carried on. 

A final pattern noted on Chart I is 
that of 420 days from the June 18, 
1946 date which brought the Russian 
veto on the Spanish resolution then 
before the UN. As the chart shows, 
the third day made perfect of this 
cycle’s lunar date, August 8th, coin- 
cided with the lunar terminal of 286 
days before May 16, 1948. There were 
two developments of interest. The 
aftermath of an earlier crisis came 
when the State Department an- 
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nounced that since March the United 
States had refrained from sending 
American courier ships to Darien, 
after Russia had informed the United 
States that the Chinese city was a 
closed port under military administra- 
tion. The port closing was one more 
inimical gesture from the Soviets. 
August 8th also brought a recom- 
mendation from former President Her- 
bert Hoover that a peace treaty with 
Western Germany be concluded with- 
out Soviet participation if November’s 
scheduled Foreign Ministers’ Con- 
ference failed to elicit Russian co- 


operation. Said Mr. Hoover: 

“The only way to get production is to 
have peace. If Russia won’t cooperate, the 
rest of the world must make up its mind to 
act on its own behalf if it is to save itself.’ 

The somber Greek leitmotiv re- 
turned to the news on August 12th 
when the United States, through its 
Deputy UN Delegate Herschel V. 
Johnson, renewed its pledge of aid to 
Greece in that country’s battle against 
Communist efforts to set up a totali- 
tarian régime in Athens. The Security 
Council was told that “the Govern- 
ment of the United States will not sit 
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Meanwhile, there will be numerous 
shorter time-cycles connecting with 
these future dates to accentuate their 
importance. Note at the top of Chart 
II that September 12, 1947 — a date 
2X286 days lunar before March 29, 
1949 — brought stepped-up Commu- 
nist activity which diplomatic quar- 
ters viewed as opening moves in a 
long-awaited “Battle for Italy.” 
Spreading strikes and the possibility 
of armed conflict produced a tense 
situation which threatened to make 
American plans for helping the Italian 
people another case of “‘too little and 
too late.” 

The 666-day period terminating on 
May 5, 1949 connects with July 9, 
1947, a date which found nations in 
the Soviet orbit rejecting bids to the 
Paris Economic Conference. This ac- 
tion amounted to a declaration of eco- 
nomic war against the Western pow- 
ers. (Charts on pages 304 and 306 in 
the September issue of Destiny give 
further data on July 9, 1947. Dove- 
tailing the information on page 306 
with that just given indicates that 
May 5, 1949 will be 666 plus 420 days 
after the May 15, 1946 Paris Con- 
ference termination, which in turn 
was 9X1290 days after the start of 
World War I.) 

On Chart II it is noted that July 19, 
1947, lunar terminal of 666 days be- 
fore May 5, 1949, was also 880 days 
lunar after March 4, 1945, the Great 
Pyramid Center of Judgment. It was 
on July roth that President Truman 
placed into effect the United States’ 
strategic trusteeship of former Japan- 
ese mandated islands in the Pacific — 
the Carolines, the Marshalls and the 
Marianas. This finally consolidated 
part of the victory won at such griev- 
ous cost by United States forces in the 
Pacific. 

July 19th also brought from British 
Foreign Secretary Ernest Bevin a 
statement portentously reminiscent of 
the Chamberlain “Peace for our time” 
assurance delivered after the Munich 
Conference. Mr. Bevin stated that he 
saw no danger of another war “‘in this 
generation” and expressed a hope that 
Great Britain would find a way to 
“unite the United States and Russia 
in a common endeavor for the uplift 
of humanity as a whole.”’ And so the 
cry of “‘Peace, Peace’ goes out again, 
even as the preliminary tremors of the 
most fearsome clash the world will 
ever see ripple through the nations. 
(See Ezekiel 13: 10-16.) 
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On August rst, 880 days after March 
4, 1945, the United Nations Security 
Council called upon Dutch and Indo- 
nesian forces to cease fighting imme- 
diately and settle their disputes by 
peaceful means. This marked the first 
time that the peace agency had moved 
directly to stop warfare. Unfortu- 
nately, the action was predicated upon 
a perhaps too-hasty recognition of the 
Indonesian Republic as a sovereign 
state, a point which the Dutch dis- 
puted. In any event, the UN demand 
failed to end hostilities. 

On the lower half of Chart IT is re- 
vealed the additional fact that August 
I, 1947 was 7X120 days lunar after 
April 25, 1945, start of the San Fran- 
cisco Conference that gave birth to 
the United Nations. Note the striking 
harmony of events here, the unmis- 
takable message of the time cycles. The 
“Perfected Warning” cycle extending 
from April 25, 1945 coinciding with 
the “Divine Intermediation” cycle 
extending from the Judgment Center, 
indicates quite fascinatingly the Di- 
vine Hand shaping world events so as 
to confront the man-made UN peace 
organization with insoluble enigmas. 


***However,’ the MIGHTY LORD says this, 
‘I will smash it by a wind in My fury, and 
a sweeping rain shall come in My anger, 
and hailstones in My indignation to des- 
troy, and break the wall down, that you 
daubed with mortar, and break it to the 
earth, and bare its foundations, and it shall 
fall with you under it! Then you will learn 
that I am the EvER-LivinG.’”’ (Ez. 13: 13- 
14, F.F. Trans.) 


Leave these two cycles for a mo- 
ment and tie in the 666-day cycle 
running to June 11, 1949. (Bottom of 
Chart II.) The solar date, August 5, 
1947, brought another thorny prob- 
lem to the United Nations when 
Egypt submitted a demand that it 
free her from British imperialism and 
order the immediate, complete and 
unconditional evacuation of British 
troops from Egypt. 

August 5th also brought a diplo- 
matic flare-up between the United 
States and Hungary when the latter 
country failed to reply satisfactorily to 
a sharp U.S. protest over the arrest 
by Hungarian police of a naturalized 
American citizen. 

The Egyptian question returned to 
the headlines on August 13th when 
Soviet-satellite Poland strongly backed 
Egypt’s demand for the evacuation of 
British troops. The date was 7X120 
days after April 25, 1945. 


The stalemate over the Japanese 
peace treaty continued on August 
15th when the United States curtly 
rejected Russia’s proposal that the 
Big Four Council of Foreign Min- 
isters conduct initial negotiations in- 
stead of the eleven nations interested 
in the Pacific. The United States im- 
plied that the conference would be 
held even though Russia refused to 
participate. The date (Chart II) was 
666 days before June 11, 1949. 

The Indonesian dispute cropped up 
again on August 25th, solar terminal 
of 7X120 days after April 25, 1945. 
On this date France vetoed a Russian 
move aimed at setting up an 11-nation 
truce commission to check on the Se- 
curity Council’s violated cease-fire 
order in the Dutch-Indonesian con- 
flict. Still not sure it had jurisdiction 
in the dispute, the Council nonethe- 
less tendered its good offices to both 
sides and stood ready, if asked, to assist 
in a settlement through a Council 
committee of three members accept- 
able to the disputants. 

(Note from Chart II that August 
25th was also 370 days after the August 
20, 1946 Yugoslav crisis, 666 days 
lunar before June 11, 1949, and 666 
days solar before July 1, 1949. This 
last date will be 1600 days after the 
Yalta Conference.) 

On August roth, 286 days lunar 
after November 1, 1946, Prime Min- 
ister Attlee of Great Britain told his 
people that they must fight alone for 
economic survival and called for “A 
national effort comparable to that 
which we developed during the war.” 
Implementing this, the British Cab- 
inet met in emergency session on 
August 25th and settled the main 
points of a crisis program designed to 
meet the nation’s rapidly-deteriorating 
economic situation. Cuts in imports 
and in food ration allowances were 
decided upon. Despite these moves, 
Britain continued to lose ground. 
Meanwhile, the men in the Kremlin 
watch avidly, confident that chaos in 
Europe will allow them to sweep the 
continent without opposition. 

Another pertinent cycle mapped on 
Chart II is that of 7270 days after 
June 11, 1942. The mean terminal of 
this cycle was August 14, 1947, a date 
which coincides with the solar terminal 
of 880 days marked from the Pyramid 
Center of Judgment. The outstanding 
event of August 14th was independ- 
ence for the new Dominion of Pakis- 
tan. Here again the time-cycles speak 
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significantly. ‘See the Divine Hand 
(880 days) releasing long-latent forces 
whose operation shall wreak judg- 
ment upon nations and peoples who 
have neglected God and His com- 
mandments. The blood-splattered his- 
tory of Hindu-Moslem carnage in re- 
cent weeks is eloquent of the travail 
(birth pains — 1890) to be suffered as 
the old order dies and the new is born. 

(Note that India’s plight was ag- 
gravated when Jumna River floods 
wiped out 100 villages, destroyed vast 
acres of food crops, and by rendering 
impassable most roads out of Delhi 
leading to the Punjab riot areas, dis- 
rupted the program for evacuation of 
Moslems to Pakistan and Hindus and 
Sikhs to India. The floods were 
termed “an unparalleled calamity 
before which the recent riots in Delhi 
pale into insignificance.” Divine anger 
is not to be lightly shrugged aside.) 

August 14th was also 286 days after 
November 1, 1946 when Polish reso- 
lutions against Franco Spain were pre- 
sented to the United Nations. On 
August 18th, solar date of this cycle, 
the Security Council voted to admit 
Pakistan to the United Nations. 

As Chart II indicates, the solar 
terminal of 7270 days after June 11, 
1942 coincided with the mean ter- 
minal of 286 days before June 22, 
1948. The date, September roth, 
found the news spotlight shifting once 
more to economic developments as 
the United States and Great Britain 
announced a twelve-point program to 
increase German coal production. 
The American Government was given 
an equal voice with the British in run- 
ning the Ruhr mines, while entire re- 
sponsibility for actual coal production 
was placed upon the Germans. Mean- 
while, on the same day, Secretary of 
State Marshall stated that Europe 
would require stop-gap aid in the next 
three months “to meet the immediate 
threat of intolerable hunger and cold.” 
September 6th, solar terminal of 286 
days before June 22, 1948, brought re- 
lease of excerpts from a secret report 
prepared by the State Department as 
a brief for Congress. The report spoke 
bluntly of the European crisis, warning 
that fourteen nations must have out- 
side economic aid to recover from the 
war and fight the threat of Com- 
munist domination. Sharp slaps were 
taken at Russian obstructionism, and 
the necessity of bolstering Britain’s 
financial position was pointed out. 

As the September meeting of the 
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United Nations Assembly neared, Sec- 
retary of State Marshall delivered a 
vigorous policy declaration in which 
he insisted that the “direct threat’”’ of 
Russia’s Balkan satellites to the inde- 
pendence of Greece must be removed, 
and called upon the United Nations 
to fulfill this task promptly. As Chart 
II shows, this September 14th address 
came 390 days after the August 20, 
1946 Yugoslav crisis, 286 days lunar 
before June 22, 1948, and 666 days 
lunar before July 1, 1949. 

The 7X 120 pattern extending from 
V-E Day (Chart III) gives ample 
“warning” that World War II did not 
secure the peace. The mean date of 
August 26, 1947 found the UN Se- 
curity Council repeating its cease-fire 


order to the Dutch and Indonesian 
belligerents and calling for the “‘strict”’ 
adherence of both. Also on this date, 
nineteen American republics agreed to 
fight jointly against any armed aggres- 
sion occurring in a Western Hem- 
isphere “‘security region” extending 
from the Arctic to the Antarctic. 

On September 7th, solar terminal of 
7 X 120 days after V-E Day, the two- 
week struggle of American diplomats 
to solve the Greek political crisis bore 
fruit when liberal Prime Minister 
Themistokles Sophoulis took office at 
the head of a coalition government. 

Attention has been called previously 
to the important foreign policy state- 
ment of October 27, 1945 when Presi- 
dent Truman insisted that peoples 
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prepared for self-government should be 
permitted to choose their form of gov- 
ernment by their own freely expressed 
choice, without foreign interference. 
Now, as the pattern of 666 days from 
that statement unfolds, note the 
United States attempting to imple- 
ment that policy against ever-bolder 
Soviet encroachment in Europe. 

As Chart III shows, the lunar ter- 
minal of this 666-day cycle coincided 
with the lunar terminal of 7 X 120days 
after V-E Day. The date, August 14th, 
found the United States bolstering 
Communist-menaced Italy by can- 
celling a billion dollars in Italian debts 
and giving twenty-three ships. 

On August 24th, the National Com- 
mander of the American Legion, Paul 
H. Griffith, demanded use of Amer- 
ican troops to save Greece from Soviet 
domination. “If and when Greece is 
invaded,”’ Mr. Griffith said, “‘there’s 
no use to wait like we waited before. 
If there is no other way to stop them 
but to send troops, then we should 
send troops.” 

Note from Chart III that this 
bluntly realistic statement came 666 
days after October 27, 1945, and also 
at the solar termination of 7 X 120 
days before December 23, 1949. As 
the chart indicates, this last date will 
be 1600 days after the first use of 
atomic energy in warfare on August 
6, 1945. With atomic energy destined 
to play an important part in the judg- 
ment-process now under way, the 
student of chronology will watch with 
interest as the time-measure denoting 
“space or extent of judgment” un- 
folds from the crucial August 6, 1945 
starting point. 

Another report concerning Europe’s 
increasingly grave economic plight 
came on September 3d, 666 days solar 
after October 27, 1945. On this day 
Acting Secretary of State Robert 
Lovett emphasized that the economic 
crisis was coming to a head more 
rapidly than anticipated, and U. S. 
action would be required before the 
year’s end. Also on this date, Russia 
submitted her plan for a UN police 
force. The Russian proposals offered 
no hope for solution of the deadlock 
prevailing over this question, and none 
of the plans submitted by the Big Five 
suggested forces adequate to cope with 
major powers. As Chart IIT indicates, 
this September 3d date was also 7 X 
120 plus two days before December 
23, 1949. 

. On September 5, 1947 President 
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Truman, addressing a joint session of 
the Brazilian Congress, again spoke 
out in support of individual rights and 
an international system founded upon 
moral conduct. This was just 666 days 


solar plus two after his October 27, ° 


1945 policy statement. In the interval 
the shadow of Communist domination 
had overspread much of Europe and 
the East-West cleavage developed 
alarmingly. Again there is “warning” 
of the ultimate irreconcilability be- 
tween the Soviet and American sys- 
tems in the fact that this September 
5th date was also 7 X 120 days mean 
before December 23, 1949. And in 
terming UN the key to peace, Presi- 
dent Truman demonstrated that 
American policy was still committed 
to makeshift human expedients: hence 
the application here of the 666 “‘num- 
ber of man”’ time measure. 

Also on September 5th, Senator 
Arthur Vandenberg warned that Con- 
gress would write no “blank checks’ 
for foreign relief. Throughout the late 
summer there had been growing resist- 
ance within the United States against 
‘*Operation Rathole’’ — pouring 
American wealth and production into 
Europe without any commensurate 
return in world recovery. Senator 
Vandenberg’s statement was sympto- 
matic of this stiffening American atti- 
tude. 

That the UN’s road will be rocky 
became more evident than ever on 
September 17th when Secretary of 
State George Marshall delivered what 
was perhaps the strongest statement 
of American policy ever presented to 
that body. Among other proposals, 
the Secretary suggested a curb on the 
Big Power veto and the creation of a 
“Little Assembly’ commission to 
maintain vigilance over world peace. 
The vigorous, blistering Marshall 
declaration brought confusion to the 
Soviet delegation and set the East- 
West conflict into sharper focus than 
ever before. The date was 7 X 120 
days lunar before December 23, 1949. 

Note from Chart III that this 
September 17th date, which saw 
Marshall flinging the bit into Soviet 
teeth, was also 420 days after Russia’s 
rejection of the United States atom 
control plan on July 24, 1946. As a 
further illustration of the harmony of 
events, note that the lunar date of this 
420-day cycle—September 11th— 
found the United Nations Atomic 
Energy Commission, against bitter 
Russian opposition, voting rigid world 


control of all atomic energy through a 
central international agency. 

On the solar terminal of this 420- 
day cycle, September 23d, the United 
States won a sweeping diplomatic vic- 
tory when all of Secretary Marshall’s 
proposals were placed on the UN 
agenda against unrelenting opposition 
from the Communist bloc. 

The European conference concerned 
with implementing the Marshall Plan 
by drafting an outline of Europe’s re- 
sources and requirements had been in 
session all this while. By late August, 
two top State Department experts 
had been forced to join the talks hur- 
riedly in hope of inducing the planners 
to frame a program which would stand 
some chance of Congressional accept- 
ance. The European experts had con- 
centrated on drawing up a “‘want list” 
of American dollars without producing 
any concomitant scheme of mutual 
economic self-help. 

The European committee’s report 
was completed on September 22d, a 
date 880 days lunar after May 8, 1945. 
(Chart IV.) The report was disap- 
pointing to Washington experts. While 
calling for something over nineteen 
billion dollars in American aid over a 
four-year period, it failed to provide 
the detailed lists of materials and 
equipment needed. Therefore, the 
American officials had to send an ur- 
gent call for European experts and 
American technicians in Europe to 
fill in these details. Meanwhile, the 
economic situation continued to de- 
teriorate. 

On September 15th, in a tumultuous 
Security Council session, Russia twice 
used the veto power but failed to 
block an American move to have the 
Assembly act on the Balkan prob- 
lem. The heated parliamentary battle 
further inflamed Soviet-American rela- 
tions on the eve of the crucial Assem- 
bly session. The same day brought 
widespread riots in Trieste as battles 
between Italians and Yugoslavs 
marked the birth of the Free State 
of Trieste under United Nations super- 
vision. As Chart IV shows, these 
events came 666 days lunar after the 
chronologically-significant date of No- 
vember 28, 1945. 

The next stage of the Balkan dis- 
pute was reached in a bristling Assem- 
bly session on September 25th when 
the United States presented a resolu- 
tion demanding that the United Na- 
tions restore peace and order to 
Greece. American Delegate Herschel 
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V. Johnson told the Political Commit- 
tee, ““The decision of the General As- 
sembly in this case is crucial, both for 
the existence of Greece as a free and 
independent nation, and for the 
United Nations itself. Failure to meet 
this issue squarely would inevitably 
lead to belief that acts of this kind 
would be tacitly condoned in future.” 


As Chart IV shows, this move came 
666 days after November 28, 1945. 

It was also on September 25th that 
President Truman, in the face of a 
grave world food outlook, created a 
Citizens Food Committee and called 
upon all Americans to waste less food. 
It should be noted that late-summer 
drought conditions in the American 
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mid-west seriously diminished the 
corn crop, while abnormal weather 
conditions in Great Britain and West- 
ern Europe drastically curtailed crop 
yields there. Only in Eastern Europe and 
Russia were crop returns normally abundant. 
This was termed “‘an irony of fate” by 
food experts, but the student of Bibli- 
cal prophecy knows better. Slowly, in- 
exorably, the forces of judgment are 
being marshaled. 

Meanwhile, the most ticklish of all 
UN problems pressed for solution. On 
August 31st the UN Special Commit- 
tee on Palestine recommended divid- 
ing the country into Jewish and Arab 
states. On the very next day a member 
of the Arab Higher Committee re- 
vealed that the UN proposals had 
been rejected by his group, while a 
committee announcement stated that 
any attempt to carry out the proposals 
would “set Palestine and the Arab 
East on fire.’”? As noted on Chart IV, 
the date of this was 420 days solar 
before the important date of October 
31, 1948. 

The Palestine question was again in 
the news on October 2d, a date 7 X 120 
days lunar after signing of the UN 
Charter on June 26, 1945. The “‘warn- 
ing” here was of a dilemma for the 
United Nations. The Jewish Agency 
told the United Nations that its peo- 
ple were prepared “in sadness and 
most reluctantly” to accept partition 
of the Holy Land if that is essential to 
establish a Jewish national home 
there. But in Cairo a Moslem Brother- 
hood spokesman warned that creation 
of a Jewish state in Palestine would 
“turn the whole Mid-East into a field 
of massacres.” Tension mounted in 
succeeding days as reports came in of 
Arab troop movements along the 
Palestine border. 

On October 5, 1947 Russian pur- 
poses came more starkly into the open 
when Pravda and other Communist 
newspapers announced formation of a 
new Communist international organ- 
ization to fight the Marshall Plan and 
*‘United States imperialism” through- 
out the world. Communist leaders 
from nine countries had gathered in 
Poland and ordered an “Information 
Bureau” set up in Belgrade to coor- 
dinate activities. 

There need no longer be the least 
shred of confusion regarding Soviet 
aims. In forcing her satellites to boy- 
cott the Marshall Plan, Russia de- 
clared economic war on the United 
States. In setting up a new interna- 
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tional organization, she declared politi- 
cal war on the United States. Rest as- 
sured that if it suited her purposes, she 
would declare a shooting war; but not 
as long as her aims can be better 
served by fostering chaos. 

Note now from Chart IV the chron- 
ological significance of this October 
5th date. It was 666 days solar after 
November 28, 1945, 880 days after 
May 8, 1945, and 390 plus two days 
before October 31, 1948. 

Striking indeed is the fact that the 
first official American reply to the 
Comintern revival came on October 
8th, precisely 1600 days after the old 
Comintern was declared dissolved on 
May 22, 1943. Undersecretary of 
State Robert A. Lovett stated: 

“The parties and governments associ- 
ated with this program have made clear 
their intention to prevent, if they can, the 
economic recovery of Europe.”’ 

He also accused the Communists 
of distorting American aims under the 
Marshall Plan. 

On this same October 8th date, 
Russia received a stinging defeat in the 
United Nations Political Committee 
when the United States proposals for 
protecting peace in the Balkans re- 
ceived overwhelming approval. 

October 8th, as Chart IV shows, 
was also the solar terminal of 420 days 
before the signally-marked date of 
December 7, 1948. The chart indicates 
how this late-1948 date relates to Pearl 
Harbor, V-E Day, the UN Charter, 
and many other important dates, so 
the details will not be repeated here. 
Suffice to say that December 7, 1948 
will bear watching. 

(Note that the lunar terminal of 
1600 days after the May 22, 1943 
Comintern dissolution was September 
14, 1947. It therefore inter-connects 
with the chronological data pertain- 
ing to this last date given on Chart II.) 

Debate on the American “Little 
Assembly” plan began in the United 
Nations on October 14th, after John 
Foster Dulles formally presented it 
with a warning that the UN would 
fail in its peace-keeping duties unless 
it set up new machinery to handle 
world problems when the General 
Assembly was not meeting. The pro- 
posal touched off fierce Russian op- 
position. As Chart IV indicates, the 
date was both 7 X 120 days after June 
26, 1945 and 420 days before Decem- 
ber 7, 1948. 

Also on October 14th, former Secre- 
tary of State James F. Byrnes proposed 
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that the United States counter Rus- 
sian obstructionism on atomic energy 
and the German peace treaty with 
“better and more”’ atomic bombs and 
a decision to get the Red Army out of 
Germany, using force if ultimately 
necessary. 

Such is the chronological summa- 
tion of three momentous months. 
Against a background of official 
anxiety, popular trepidation and ec- 
clesiastical indifference are being 
enacted the preliminary phases of the 
climactic scenes in world history. 
World-redemption is the goal. But before 
the consummation is reached there 
will be extreme intensification of the 
strife and stress and trembling so ap- 
parent during these past few wecks. 
Centuries-old accumulations of evil 
and error and idolatry must be swept 
away before a new world may emerge. 


“Look! the furious tempest of the anger 
of the Lorp has gone out! A sweeping 
tempest, it whirls over the head of the 
wicked.

It is because Christian teaching has 
failed to distinguish between Heaven 
and The Kingdom of Heaven that confu- 
sion is so rampant today. The gradual 
growth of the Kingdom-nucleus from 
Exodus days has escaped the atten- 
tion of ecclesiastical leaders. The Re- 
demptive phase of Christ’s ministry (in 
distinction to the Salvation phase) has 
been lost to them. And they have ut- 
terly ignored the still-prophetical 
phases of Christ’s work. 


“A King shall reign and prosper, and 
shall execute judgment and justice in the 
earth . . . and this is his name whereby 
he shall be called, THE LORD OUR RIGHT- 
EOUSNESS.”” ( Jer. 23: 5-6.) 


The ominous crisis-headlines of these 
stirring days may well evoke fear and 
trembling among the unenlightened 
multitudes. Frightful indeed will be 
the judgment-process which the na- 
tions must yet undergo. But even as 
all that transpires was prophetically 
delineated ages ago, so also were the 
blessings which the world will attain 
once it bows to the sovereignty of its 


- Creator and Saviour. It is this beacon 


which lights the cognizant Christian 
through these days of darkness.

there, still is there, eternally there, in the original intention 
of God. In brief, what we have in Genesis 1 is an account 
of the spiritual creation as it is and remains in God, un- 
spoiled, uncontaminated with human wilfulness and sin. 
And what we have in Genesis 2 is not a revised account, 
not an account limited to mankind and ignoring the rest 
of the creation, what we have is rather the record of the 
spiritual creation of God becoming visible. For it was then, after 
man had been spiritually formed in the Mind of God, 
that ““The Lord God formed man of the dust of the ground, 
and breathed into his nostrils the breath of life.”” The 
Idea, as all God’s Ideas do, “‘appeared.” 

THERE WERE, AS YOU WILL OBSERVE, and as Pierre 
Lecomte du Nuoy has observed, no limitations placed on 
spiritual man as he existed in the intention of God: “Be- 
hold I have given you every herb... every tree... 
every beast . . . every thing’’; but to the formed man of 
the earth it was said, “‘the tree of the knowledge of good 
and evil, thou shalt not eat of it’’: limitation was imposed. 
While man reposed as a spiritual being in the Divine 
Mind, no restraints were necessary — man’s desires were 
wholly spiritual; but becoming visible by the descent 
into matter and entering the world of the fleshly senses, 
discernment and discrimination were necessary. 

It is far from being a new idea. Paul intimates that even 
now the believer sits in his original heavenly places — in 
his pattern-place above. It was from thence that man 


originated and promptly began to assert his freedom of 
will, which is his ability to mix things up, both good 
and evil. And it was from thence the Lord Christ 
came to redeem man from his mixed knowledge of good 
and evil, which futile mixture is reflected in this futile 
world. 

The point is that in these times it is well for us to hark 
back to our starting place in God. We came from God. 
We flouted God. Yet, marvelous to tell, God never has 
flouted us, never has abandoned us. Like the Father in 
Jesus’ great Parable, God never has ceased to be wishful 
for the prodigal’s return: “Him that cometh unto me, I 
will in no wise cast out.” 

Mankind may well reflect today, as it looks around 
upon the ruin its evil imagination has wrought, that there 
exists no such chaos as this in the Father’s house nor in 
the Father’s Mind, that no such chaos ever was intended 
by God’s creative fiat; we may well reflect that there is 
still in God’s Mind the image which God originally had 
of man — the image and likeness are still there! — and 
that in Christ Jesus the way to the Father is open and 
inviting. 

God gave man dominion over his own world; that 
dominion never has been rescinded; and when we learn 
God’s way, this dominion which is now our ruin will be 
put into the service of God’s righteousness and, exercised 
under God’s pattern, under our God-given dominion, 
earth may once again be Paradise. 


The Battle Line 


AFTER publication of “‘Final Theater of War” (Destiny for 
September), we received many inquiries concerning the 
mileage along the battle line described in that article where 
it was cited that Israel’s line of defense would run from the 
Plain of Esdraelon, near Haifa, to Ezion-geber near the 
head of the Gulf of Akabah. The length of this line is given 
in Revelation. 

Highly interesting, therefore, is the following response to 
our inquiry of The National Geographic Society in Wash- 
ington, D. C., pertaining to the length of this line: 

‘The distance from Haifa to Ezion-geber is 225 statute 
miles, and from Megiddo to Ezion-geber 205 statute miles.” 

Megiddo is an historically important town in the Plain of 
Esdraelon, in which plain the general headquarters of the
